-is  needless  to  ufher  in  this  performance 
to  the  world  by  a Preface  in  the  common 
form,  proving  the  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject to  be  treated  of,  and  the  necessity  of 
taking  it  up  at  this  time.  Both  are  suf- 
ficiently felt  and  acknowledged  : it  will 
therefore  fuffice,  that  I briefly  explain  my 
intention  in  the  following  sheets;  submit- 
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ting  it  to  the  candid  Public,  whether  or 
no  the  execution  is  answerable  to  the  de- 
fign. 

I purpose,  first,  To  give  a distinct  and 
accurate  idea  of  the  Anatomy  of  the  Teeth, 
and  the  adjacent  parts,  to  prevent,  as  much 
as  possible,  those  accidents  which  arise 
from  the  ignorance  of  Unskilful  prac- 
titioners in  this  point ; who,  unacquainted 
- with  the  structure  of  the  parts,  never 
fail  to  expose  their  patients  to  unnecessary 
pain,  and  frequently  to  dangerous  conse- 
quences. 

Secondly,  To  point  out  the  more  im- 
mediate Causes  of  the  Diseases  of  the 
Teeth;  and  to  shew  how  they  may  be 
mitigated,  and,  in  some  measure,  pre* 
vented. 

And 
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And  thirdly,  To  introduce  and  recom- 
mend a more  general  attention  than  has 
hitherto  prevailed,  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Teeth,  so  useful  to  the  purposes  of 
life,  and  so  ornamental  in  that  part  of  the 
Creation  where  Beauty  seems  to  have  fixed 
her  peculiar  seat. 

A long,  extensive,  and,  I believe  I may 
say,  successful  practice,  has  enabled  me 
to  acquire  the  knowledge  which  I here 
pretend  to  communicate  to  the  world. 
The  subject  is,  in  some  degree,  new  in 
this  country ; I therefore  hope  for  indul- 
gence, and  claim  no  absolute  merit,  but 
in  my  intention.  Whatever  share  I may 
be  farther  entitled  to  from  the  perform- 
ance itself,  depends  entirely  upon  the 
, judgment  of  the  Reader  to  bestow,  and 
to  whom  I submit  it,  without  reserve. 
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The  following  is  an  accurate  Copy  of  the  Au- 
thor ’5  Diploma,  from  the  University  of 
Bergamo,  cohere  he  was  educated.

TREATISE 

ON 

THE  TEETH. 


T'eeth  are  given  us  by  Nature,  in  order  to 
cut,  break,  and  grind  the  necessary  aliments,  and 
to  give  a stronger  and  a more  articulate  sound  to 
the  voice. 

What  is  chiefly  to  be  considered  in  the  Teeth, 
is  their  texture,  number  and  figure  ; their  exact 
order  and  arrangement  ; and  the  time  they  begin 
to  appear. 

In  the  Teeth  we  may  distinguish  three  parts, 
namely,  the  body,  or  crown  of  the  Tooth,  which 
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appears  out  of  the  gums  ; the  middle,  compre- 
hending the  space  covered  by  the  gums,  and 
called  the  neck  or  collar  of  the  Tooth  ; and 
lastly  the  root,  that  lies  buried  in  the  socket. 

We  find  in  a Tooth  three  different  substances. 
The  first  surrounds  and  covers  the  body  or  crown 
of  the  Tooth;  it  is  thin,  but  grows  thicker  by 
degrees,  as  it  draws  near  to  the  extremity  of  the 
crown.  This  substance  is  so  close  and  hard, 
that  no  impression,  either  with  a file,  or  any  other 
sharp  instrument,  can  be  made  on  it  but  with 
great  difficulty  and  trouble  ; its  colour  is  that  of 
a pearl  white,  almost  peculiar  to  the  Teeth. 

This  cortical  substance  is  what  we  call  the 
enamel,  or  vitreous  part,  and  it  forms  itself  be- 
fore the  Tooth  comes  out ; it  grows  stronger  and 
finer  until  the  age  of  about  20,  after  which  time 
it  begins  to  wear  off,  by  continual  use  ; and  so 
liable  is  it  to  decay,  that  we  often  see  persons  of 
a middle  age  without  the  least  enamel  on  their 
Teeth  : such  a thing  frequently  happens  in  old 
people.  Eut  although  the  enamel  be  lost,  or 
destroyed  still  the  T ooth  is  not  so  liable  to  decay 
as  one  may  imagine;  forwe  find  many  Teeth 
firm  and  sound  in  their  internal  substance,  not- 
withstanding they  have  been  deprived  of  their 
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outward  coat  for  many  years : however,  when 
once  it  is  gone,  the  Tooth  lies  more  exposed  to 
the  impression  of  heat  and  cold,  and  to  be  a&ed. 
upon  by  any  thing  acid  and  sharp  ; and  as  for  the 
enamel,  the  loss  of  it  can  never  be  repaired*. 

The  second  substance  is  not  so  close  as  the 
former,  and  consequently  less  hard ; it  is  of  a 
dusky  white  colour,  and  of  the  same  nature  as 
that  of  all  human  bones,  although  somewhat 
harder  ; it  begins  immediately  under  the  enamel, 
in  the  body  of  the  Tooth,  and  covers  the  neck, 
together  with  the  whole  root. 

The  third  is  that  which  forms  the  most  inter* 
nal  part  of  the  Teeth,  and  is  called  the  Bulb  ; 
it  is  soft  in  regard  to  the  former,  but  very  close 
and  firm,  if  we  compare  it  to  the  marrow  of  the 
other  bones. 

The  outward  covering  or  enamel,  and  the 

* Ruysh,  the  anatomist,  declared  he  could  trace  the  arteries 
into  the  hardest  part  of  the  Teeth;  Lewehoeck  believed  the 
fibres  of  the  enamel  to  be  so  many  vessels ; Monro  asserted  he 
had  frequently  injected  the  vessels  of  the  Teeth  in  children,  so 
that  the  inside  of  the  cortex  appeared  perfectly  red.—- But  the 
ingenious  Mr.  John  Hunter,  and  other  late  writers,  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  enamel  is  not  vascular,  and  that  no  injection 
can  ever  reach  them. 

bony 
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bony  part  of  the  Tooth,  are  not  susceptible  of 
the  least  sensation. 

The  reason  why  Teeth  are  affected  by  some- 
thing acid  or  sharp,  is  owing  to  a certain  tremor 
that  communicates,  and,  as  it  were,  thrills  thro* 
the  nerve  in  the  inward  part.  If  this  nerve  is 
left  uncovered  by  a caries  of  the  bony  substance, 
then  we  are  tormented  by  the  most  excruciating 
pain. 

Men  at  twenty,  and  about  three  years  afrer, 
have  generally  twenty- eight  Teeth,  fourteen  in 
each  mandible,  or  jaw. 

r This  number  encreases  to  thirty-two,  when 
the  four  Teeth  called  dentes  sapientias  appear,; 
but  as  those  in  some  persons  come  out  sooner, 
in  others  later,  and  in  some  never,  we  may  justly 
say,  that  the  number  of  Teeth,  at  a medium,  is 
thirty. 

Some  writers  were  formerly  of  opinion,  that 
men  had  thirty-two  Teeth,  and  women  twenty- 
eight  ; but  inspection  may  plainly  evince  the  ab- 
surdity of  this  notion. 

AH  the  Teeth  that  exceed  the  number  of 
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thirty-two,  may  be  reckoned  as  supernumerary, 
they  generally  push  out  between  the  incisoies  or 
fore  Teeth  of  the  upper  jaw;  and  in  such  case 
the  incisores  are  encreased  in  their  number. 

These  supernumerary  Teeth  resemble  very 
much  the  lateral  incisores  of  the  upper  jaw. 

And  it  happens  that  the  incisores  also  of  the 
lower  jaw,  and  the  molares  or  grinders  them- 
selves, have  been  multiplied  by  intervening  super- 
numerary Teeth. 

Teeth  are  generally  divided  into  three  classes, 
vizt  the  incisores  or  cutting  Teeth,  the  canini  or 
dog  Teeth,  and  the  molares,  or  grinders*. 

The  incisores  are  eight  in  number ; four  in 
front  of  each  mandible.  Thev  are  called  inci- 

j 

sores,  because  their  business  is  to  cut  the  ali- 
ments ; for  which  purpose  their  outward  form, 

* Mr.  Hunter  varies  this  division.  He  retains  the  name  of 
incisores  to  the  four  fore  Teeth  ; but  he  distinguishes  the 
eanini  by  the  title  of  cuspidati,  the  two  next  to  these  which 
have  been  called  molares,  he  names  the  bicuspides,  and  allots 
the  name  of  grinders  only  to  the  three  last  Teeth  on  each  side. 
\ide  Natural  History  of  the  Teeth,  page  49,  et  sty.  by  John 
Hunter,  F.R.S.  Surgeon  extraordinary  to  his  Majesty. 
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at  the  extremities,  is  peculiarly  and  wonderfully 
adapted.  On  the  outer  surface,  next  the  lips, 
they  are  a little  convex,  and  on  that  next  the 
palate,  concave.  The  two  incisores  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  upper  jaw  are  longer,  and  often  broader 
than  those  on  each  side,  or  any  of  the  other  in- 
cisores ; for  indeed  the  lateral  upper  incisores 
exceed  the  lower  in  magnitude.  The  two  mid- 
dle upper  incisores  may  be  called,  the  greater ; 
those  on  each  side,  the  lesser  ; and  the  four  of 
the  lower  mandible,  the  small  incisores.  These 
Teeth  describe  a kind  of  semicircle. 

The  canini  are  four  in  number*  ; they  lie  one 
at  each  side  next  the  incisores,  between  them  and 
the  molares,  in  both  jaws. 

These  Teeth  are  rather  longer,  more  round, 
and  less  cutting  than  the  incisores. 

Their  use  is  to  part  things  that  are  of  a solid 
nature  ; in  regard  to  their  structure,  they  appear 

* The  eminent  Practitioner  above  quoted,  remarks  of  these 
Teeth,  that  we  may  trace  in  them  a similarity  in  shape,  situa- 
tion and  use,  from  the  most  imperfectly  carniverous  animal, 
which  we  believe  to  be  that  of  the  Human  Species,  to  the 
Lion,  which  is  the  most  perfectly  carniverous  of  the  animal 
^reatiop. 
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to  be  very  proper,  not  only  for  cutting  asunder 
any  piece  of  solid  food,  but  also  for  keeping  it 
firm  in  the  time  of  mastication.  They  are  called 
canini,  because  they  are  very  like  the  Teeth  of  a 
dog.  The  upper  canini  are  also  known  by  the 
name  of  eye-teeth,  because  it  was  anciently  be- 
lieved, that  they  had  a kind  of  connection  with 
the  eyeS,  and  that,  by  drawing  any  of  them,  the 
sight  was  endangered ; but  daily  experience  has 
clearly  demonstrated,  that  such  a connection  and 
danger  are  merely  imaginary. 

Immediately  after  these  come  the  molares  or 
grinders.  They  are  twenty  in  number,  five  on 
each  side  of  both  jaws. 

The  two  first  in  each  row,  or  the  nearest  to 
the  canini,  are  the  small  grinders,  the  others  the 
large. 

They  are  so  called  because  they  are  thicker, 
blunter,  and  more  flat  at  their  extremities  than 
the  rest.  They  operate  like  millstones,  to  bruise 
and  grind  the  food. 

Their  figures  are  almost  square.  The  broad 
■ end,  or  top  of  each  grinder,  is  divided  into  seve- 
Tal  little  eminences  and  cavities  in  such  a man*

ner,  that  when  the  jaws  shut,  the  eminences  df 
the  upper  grinders  are  received  into  the  cavities 
of  the  lower,  and  so  vice  versa. 

We  cannot  help  admiring  with  astonishment 
the  works  of  Providence,  in  the  figure  and  exae* 
disposition  of  all  the  Teeth,  which  can  never  be 
too  closely  examined. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  form  a better  idea  of 
this  admirable  contrivance,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  observe,  that  the  lower  jaw  is  a kind  of  a lever, 
resting  itself  at  the  extremity,  where  it  joins  by 
articulation  to  the  temporal  bones  ; the  aliments 
are  the  resisting  bodies,  and  the  elevatory  mus- 
cles are  the  acting  powers  to  overcome  that  resist- 
ance, by  railing  the  jaw. 

•v 

The  grinders,  which  are  rather  blunt,  stand 
nearer  the  centre  of  the  motion,  and  consequently 
press  more  forcibly  than  the  rest ; and  this  is  the 
reason,  that  when  we  would  bite  something 
remarkably  hard,  we  generally  place  it  between 
the  molares  ; the  canini  and  the  incisores  can 
never  act  with  so  much  force,  being  farther 
removed  from  the  centre  of  motion,  but  their 
want  of  power  is  sufficiently  compen^ted  by 
their  form. 
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In  speaking  of  the  name  and  characteristical 
figure  of  the  Teeth,  enough  has  been  said  con- 
cerning that  part  of  the  Teeth  which,  appears 
out  of  the  gums,  viz.  the  crown;  therefore  we 
shall  proceed  to  their  neck. 

■ OF  THE  NECK  OF  THE  TEETH. 

The  Neck  is  that  part  of  the  Tooth  covered 
by  the  gums,  and  a bony  substance,  which,  as 
we  said  before,  is  of  a dusky  white  colour. 

In  that  part  of  the  neck  which  joins  to  the 
gums,  we  find  some  little  inequalities,  or  rather 
wrinkles,  that  cause  some  small  vessels  belong- 
ing to  the  gums,  to  adhere  more  closely  to  it : by 
this  means,  not  only  saline  particles  are  prevent- 
ed from  getting  into  the  sockets,  but  the  Tooth 
is  also  rendered  so  firm  and  strong,  as  to  secure 
it  from  being  fhook  or  loosened. 

OF  THE  ROOT. 

JThe  Root  is  that  part  which  is  buried  in  the 
socket,  a continuation  of  the  same  substance  and 
colour  with  that  of  the  neck.  It  is  covered  by  a 
membrane  exactly  similar  to  that  which  lines  the 
socket. 

The  root  of  each  Tooth  is  generally  longer 
^ than 
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than  the  body,  and  is  thereby  rendered  more  able 
to  bear  any  strain  or  violent  impression,  occa- 
sioned sometimes  by  chewing,  gnawing,  or 
breaking  bodies  of  a hard  nature. 

In  every  root  we  find,  towards  the  extremity, 
a little  hole,  which  is  a passage  to  the  internal 
substance,  or  the  bulb  of  the  Tooth. 

There  is  also  a little  branch  of  an  artery,  a 
small  vein,  and  a nervous  filament.  This  hole 
is  closed  up  in  old  age,  and  then  Teeth  lose  their 
sensation.  Various  are  the  figures  of  roots; 
and  in  each  species  of  Teeth  there  is  a particu- 
lar one.  ,/ 

In  all  the  incisores  there  is  but  one  root  to 
each  Tooth,  which  decreases  gradually,  and 
ends  at  last  in  a point. 

The  canini  likewise  have  generally  but  one 
root;  but  there  are  some  with  two,  quite  divided 
through  all  their  exteiit,  and  others  only  at  the 
extremities;  such  Teeth,  however,  are  very 
uncommon.  The  side  of  the  roots  of  the  in- 
cisores and  the  canini  are  fiat,  and  rest  upon 
the  partition  of  each  socket : which  mechanism 
fixes  more  firmly  these  Teeth  in  their  sockets: 

their 
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their  necks  and  bodies  being  also  flat  laterally, 
and  applied  to  the  contiguous  Teeth,  , they  re- 
ceive mutually  a strong  and  considerable  support, 
by  being  so  well  adapted  to  each  other. 

The  small  grinders,  namely,  those  that  come 
immediately  after  the  canini,  on  each  side  of 
both  jaws,  have  generally  but  one  root ; some 
are  found  with  two,  and  some  even  with  three  ; 
but  such  a case  is  very  rare.  The  small 
grinders  that  have  but  one  root,  have  it  always 
flat  on  the  sides,  and  therefore  it  supports  itself 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  incisores  and  the 
canini.

The  number  of  roots  in  the  large  molares, 
both  in  the  upper  and  lower  jaw,  is  very  uncer- 
tain. 

There  are  some  large  grinders,  with  one  or 
two  flat  roots,  and  each  root  seems  to  be  formed 
out  of  two  joined  together,  distinguished  only  by 
a little  kind  of  channel,  which  rises  immediately 
irom  the  crown  of  the  Teeth,  and  appears 
through  all  their  extent,  in  order  to  mark  out  the 
division.  In  other  large  grinders  there  are  three, 
four,  and,  sometimes,  five  roots,  quite  separate 
from  one  another,  extending  themselves  in  a 
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large  compass;  for  which  reason  such  Teeth  are 
deeply  rooted,  and  stick  more  closely  to  the 
socket. 

Hence  it  happens  that  the  molares  are  not  so 
easily  drawn  out  of  their  socket,  whenever  the 
adjoining  Tooth  is  wanting. 

The  last  grinders,  otherwise  called  the  dentes 
-sapientiae,  have  fewer  roots  than  the  two  Teeth 
that  precede  them,  and  their  body  is  not  so  thick. 
They  have  generally  but  two  roots  joined  to 
each  other,  which  very  seldom  appear  separate 
in  all  their  extent,  or  even  at  their  extremities  ; 
there  have  been  some,  notwithstanding,  with 
three,  four,  and  even  five  roots,  very  plainly  di- 
vided one  from  another ; but  this  case  is  very 
rare. 

The  crown  or  body  of  these  Teeth  is  almost 
all  covered  by  the  gums.  Sometimes  the  roots 
of  the  large  grinders  are  crookedly  inclined  to- 
wards the  internal  part  of  the  socket,  and  some- 
times towards  the  external.  Some  are  in  an 
undulating  form,  and  some  are  bent  one  against 
the  other,  or  laid  across  altogether,  and  therefore 
it  is  a very  difficult  task  to  draw  a Tooth  of  this 
kind.  For  if  ever  one  of  these  roots  bend  with  a 

point 
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point  quite  opposite  to  another  root  that  may  be 
lodged  in  the  little  cell  of  the  next  socket^  then 
these  two  roots  will  form,  as  it  were,  a pair  of 
pincers,  and  gripe  with  their  extremities  the  bony 
substance  that  parts  one  cell  from  another  ; and 
consequently  in  drawing  a Tooth  with  those 
roots,  we  are  forced  either  to  tear  the  bony  parti- 
tions of  the  cells,  or  if  this  should  resist,  then 
either  one  or  the  other,  and  sometimes  both  these 
crooked  extremities  must  break  ; and  in  both 
cases  it  may  be  of  very  bad  consequence.  There 
is  also  great  danger  in  drawing  the  upper 
mofares,  lest  you  should  tear  with  the  Tooth  the 
bottom  of  the  socket,  together  with  a very  thin 
bony  lamen  or  scale  that  parts  it  from  a cavity 
called  the  maxillary  sinus  ; for  then  the  mucus 
membrane  is  unluckily  torn  ; and  this  gives  oc- 
casion for  inflammations  and  ulcers  in  that 

/ 

membrane,  and  may  even  produce  a cancerous 
ulcer,  as  it  has  happened  in  many  cases. 

Every  root  has  a hole  that  communicates 
with  the  cavity  in  the  middle  of  the  crown  ; 
which  cavity  in  the  grinders  is  divided  into  as 
many  small  sinuses  as  there  arc  little  eminences 
on  the  base,  which  is  lined  with  a membrane 
that  serves  as  a sheath  to  the  small  blood  vessels 
and  nerves,  that  are  included  in  the  internal  part 

of 
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of  the  Tooth.  At  the  extremity  of  each  root 
there  is,  as  we  said  before,  one  or  more  little 
holes  that  receive  nerves,  blood-vessels,  and  per- 
haps absorbent  vessels,  which  by  their  connection 
together,  form  what  we  call  the  chord  of  the 
Tooth.  1 his  chord  passes  through  the  cavity 
of  the  root,  and  conveys  a proper  nourishment 
to  the  substance  of  the  T ooth  ; and  as  it  draws 
nearer  the  crown  it  becomes  thicker,  by  means 
of  the  membrane  that  lines  the  cavity. 

The  incisores  and  canini  have  their  nerves 
from  a branch  of  the  fifth  pair,  called  the  upper 
maxillary,  which  insinuates  itself  into  the  orbital 
canal,  from  whence  it  comes  out,  to  be  distribu- 
ted on  the  face,  and  in  its  way  sends  off  filaments 
for  all  the  roots  of  these  Teeth. 

These  molares  likewise  receive  their  nerves 
from  the  same  branch  through  small  holes,  form- 
ed in  the  hinder  part  of  the  external  lateral 
surface  of  the  upper  maxillary  bone. 

The  veins  and  arteries,  as  they  always  join 
with  the  nerves,  communicate  themselves  the 
same  way  to  the  Teeth.  These  arteries  are 
branches  of  the  external  carotids  and  the  veins  of 
the  jugular. 
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The  nerves  of  the  lower  jaw  are  from  another 
branch  of  the  fifth  pair,  called  the  inferior  maxil- 
lary, which  enters  into  a canal  on  the  inside  of 
the  angle  of  the  lower  jaw,  and  is  continued  on 
each  side  to  the  chin,  a little  below  the  roots  of 
the  Teeth.  In  passing  along  this  bony  canal, 
the  nerves  sends  off  filaments  to  the  roots  of 
each  of  the  molares  and  canini,  and  is  then  di- 
vided into  two  branches,  one  of  which  comes  out 
of  a hole  of  the  bone  in  the  chin,  called  the  men- 
tal hole,  to  be  then  distributed  to  the  chin  and 
muscles  of  the  under  lip. 

The  other  branch  passes  on  to  the  symphysis 
of  the  lower  jaw,  and  is  distributed  to  the  roots 
of  the  incisores  and  diploe  of  the  bone. — The 
arteries  which  are  sent  to  the  Teeth  of  this 
mandible  have  their  rise  from  the  external  caro- 
tid, and  follow  precisely  the  course  of  the  nerve 
through  this  bony  canal,  accompanying  it 
through  the  whole  of  its  distribution.  The 
veins  arise  from  the  external  jugular.  ■ . . ;; 
/r~ou-  -i  a r>  t t<-fo  - ,, 

It  therefore  appears  from  what  ’has  been  said 
©n  this  subject,  that  a tooth-ach  in  the  molares  or 
grinders  must  be  more  exquisitely  painful  than  in 
any  of  the  other  Teeth  ; for  as  the  molares  are 
furnished  with  a greater  number  of  roots,  and 

each 
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each  root  has  its  aitery,  vein  and  nerve,  it  there- 
fore follows,  that  a Tooth  of  five  roots  must 
have  fifteen  sensitive  bodies;  which  if  exposed  to 
heat  and  cold,  by  a cares  of  the  bony  matter,  will, 
casteris  paribus,  produce  a greater  quantity  of 
pain,  than  that  of  a Tooth  with  a single  root. 

OF  THE  SOCKETS. 

The  Sockets  are  cavities  formed  in  the  jaw- 
bones, for  the  receiving  and  fixing  the  Teeth; 
but  these  will  be  better  understood  by  giving  a 
previous  idea  of  the  mandibles  in  general,  which 
have  so  great  a share  in  forming  the  counte- 
nance; for  if  the  Teeth  be  wanting  in  either 
jaw,  the  lower  will  be  brought  so  much  the 
nearer  to  the  upper,  by  the  strong  action  of  the 
temporal  muscles,  as  to  make  the  chin  and  nose 
approximate  one  another,  and  spoil  the  beauty 
and  symmetry  of  the  face. 

The  mandibles  may  be  considered  as  two  bony 
arches  lying  parallel  to  each  other ; the  lower 
jaw  moving  on  its  condyles,  and  the  upper,  which 
is  properly  composed  of  two  bones  that  are  firm- 
ly united  before,  and  along  the  palate,  so  as  to 
form  a considerable  part  of  that  bony  arch. 
This  mandible  is  firmly  attached  t<?  the  other 
bones  of  the  face  ■>  it  has  a cavity  on  each  side, 
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directly  above  the  roots  of  the  grinders,  which  is 
sometimes  opened  by  drawing  Teeth  with  long 
roots,  that  have  pierced  into  it. 

The  lower  jaw  is  likewise  composed  of  two 
bones,  especially  in  the  infant  state  ; which  are 
firmly  united  at  the  spmphysis  of  the  chin,  so  as 
to  make  but  one  bone  in  adults.  This  bone  is 
remarkably  hard  in  the  lower  part,  although 
somewhat  spungy  on  its  upper,  in  order  to  afford 
a more  convenient  bed  for  the  Teeth  : it  has  no 
cavity,  save  the  alveolary  canal,  which  runs 
under  the  roots  of  the  Teeth,  and  transmits  to 
them  their  blood-vessels  and  nerves. 

After  this  general  idea  of  the  structure  of  the 
mandibles,  we  shall  now  treat  of  Sockets  in  par- 
ticular ; which  are  cavities  formed  by  the  Teeth 
in  the  diploe,  or  spungy  substance  of  the  jaw 
bones,  divided  into  as  many  little  fossulae  as  there 
are  roots  of  each  Tooth.  These  little  cavities 
are  lined  with  a thin,  elastic,  scaly  substance, 
not  so  hard  as  the  other  parts  of  the  bone,  and 
sufficiently  pliable  to  become  a perfect  mould  for 
the  Teeth,  which  in  cases  of  violent  compression 
or  shocks,  gives  way,  so  as  to  prevent,  in  some 
measure,  the  Teeth  from  being  loosened  or  broke. 

We 
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We  do  not  find  in  the  jaws  of  infants  the 
Sockets  intirely  formed  ; at  least  they  do  not 
appear  so;  for  there  are  but  ten  or  twelve  in 
each  mandible,  and  these  not  deep  : all  the  Sock- 
ets in  thickness  are  not  alike,  for  each  species  of 
Teeth  have  their  particular  ones. 

The  incisores  of  the  upper  jaw  have  their 
Sockets  thinner  than  those  of  the  other  Teeth, 
and  the  canini  have  theirs  stronger,  consequently 
thicker  in  the  incisores,  or  even  the  small  mo- 
lares.  The  first  large  grinder  has  its  Socket 

stronger  than  the  second,  and  last  grinder. 

« , . % 

In  the  incisores  of  the  lower  jaw  we  find  their 
Sockets  thinner  than  in  all  other  Teeth  of  that 
mandible;  and  this  is  the  reason  that  those  Teeth 
are  more  liable  to  shocks,.and  it  is  likewise  easier 
to  draw  them.  The  canini  have  their  sockets 
thicker  than  the  incisores,  and  the  small  grinders ; 
but  the  small  grinders  have  theirs  thicker  than 
the  incisores  of  this  jaw.  The  first  large  one  of 
the  molares  has  not  the  Socket  so  thick  as  the 
second  and  third  ; which  last  one  has  it  thicker, 
because  of  the  apophysis  coronoides  ; and  that  is 
the  reason  why  it  proves  generally  very  difficult 
#o  draw. 


These 
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These  Sockets,  when  Teeth  are  drawn,  or 
naturally  fail,  are  generally  destroyed  in  a very 
short  time,  insomuch  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
perceive  any  marks  of  them,  as  we  daily  see  in 
examining  the  mandibles.  But  if  ever  in  drawing 
a Tooth  some  part  of  the  Socket  was  to  be  torn, 
then  the  sides  would  be  found  not  quite  so  thick, 
nor  so  firmly  joined  in  that  place.  The  Sockets 
are  outwardly  covered,  and  lined  inwardly,  with 
a membrane  or  periosteum,  common  with  the 
root  of  the  Tooth;  it  is  a continuation  of  the 
periosteum  that  covers- the  other  bones,  and  of 
the  same  membrane  that  lines  the  internal  part  of 
the  mouth. 

OF  THE  GUMS. 

The  fleshy  part  that  surrounds  the  socket,  is 

called  the  Gums ; these  are  made  of  a hard  sub- 
♦ 

stance,  rather  fibrous  than  glandular.  They  are 
penetrated  and  moistened  by  different  vessels, 
namely,  by  veins,  arteries,  and  lymphatics.  The 
texture  of  the  Gums  is  of  a coriaceous  nature) 
with  fibres  interwoven  like  a hat’s  felt,  very  close 
and  elastic,  of  a pale  vermilion  colour  ; all  the 
border  of  the  sockets,  in  both  inward  and  outward 
■side  of  the  jaw,  is  covered  by  the  Gums,  which  in- 
sinuate between  all  the  Teeth,  and  adhere  so  closely 
• to  the  neck  of  each  of  them,  as  to  prevent  anything 
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acid  or  sharp  from  touching  the  sockets.  Before 
the  Teeth  come  out,  the  gums  are  all  of  a body, 
without  the  least  separation;  and  as  the  Teeth 
begin  to  shoot  out,  they  pierce  the  Gums,  and 
make  so  many  holes  as  there  are  Teeth  in  the 
mandibles. 

The  Gums  are  joined  to  the  jaws  by  the 
periosteum,  which  they  every  where  cover. 
The  outward  covering  of  the  Gums  extends 
itfelf  from  the  crown  or  body  of  the  Teeth  over 
the  cheeks  and  lips,  and  feems  in  every  refpedl 
to  be  a continuation  of  the  fame  membrane. 

The  inward  Gums  of  the  upper  jaw,  go  from 
the  internal  part  of  the  neck  of  the  Teeth, 
as  far  as  the  circumference  of  the  roof  of  the 
palate  ; and  thofe  of  the  lower  mandible,  as  far 
as  the  circumference  of  the  bafis  of  the  tongue. 

When  a Tooth  happens  to  fail,  the  Gum 
covers  the  orifice  of  the  socket,  which  being 
soon  shut  up  or  destroyed,  the  external  part  of 
the  Gum  joins  with  the  internal  one,  and  they 
unite  themfelves  very  clofely  together,  becoming 
fo  hard  and  firm  a body,  that  we  fee  men,  who, 
after  having  loft  all  their  Teeth,  bruife  the  aliment 
with  their  Gums,,  although  they  cannot  cut  or 
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mince  with  them  : in  this  case  the  Gums  re- 
assume the  very  fame  figure  they  had  before  the 
Teeth  appeared. 

The  Gums,  no  doubt,  are  preservers  of  the 
Teeth,  since  they  keep  them  quite  firm  in  their 
sockets,  and  save  them  from  being  touched  by  any 
thing  heterogeneous  or  pernicious,  which  might 
produce  the  most  painful  disorders  in  the  Teeth, 
and  even  a total  destruction  of  them. 

The  Gums,  when  properly  ranged,  contribute 
very  much  to  the  ornament  of  the  mouth  ; for  as 
these  are  of  a vermilion  cast,  and  form  a kind  of 
a crescent,  or  halfmoon,  around  the  enamel  of 
each  Tooth,  they  set  off  in  a more  elegant  man- 
ner the  whiteness  of  the  Teeth,  when  we  have 
occasion  to  shew  them  by  laughing,  singing,  8cc. 

Of  the  GENERATION  of  TEETH. 

Nature,  in  forming  these  bones,  seems  to 
deviate  entirely  from  those  laws  that  she  has 
established  in  the  production  of  all  other  bodies, 
and  to  choose  a peculiar  uncommon  method  in 
this  generation. 

The  greatest  part  of  natural  productions  have 
their  beginning  in  their  roots;  but  a Tooth,  on 

the 
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the  contrary,  does  not  begin  to  form  its  root  till  the 
body  is  perfectly  finished.  The  first.substance  that 
begin  to  appear  in  this  body  is  not  the  internal  part, 
as  one  would  imagine,  but  the  external  one,  the 
farthest  from  the  root,  and  what  is  called  Enamel. 
7 his  substance,  in  its  beginning,  is  nothing  but  a 
mucus,  soft  paste,  which  acquirer  insensibly-so 
much  firmness,  that  it  becomes  at  last  a bony  part, 
and  excels  all  other  bones,  (as  we  have  shewn  in 
its  proper  place)  in  point  of  hardness  and  white- 
ness. When  once  this  scale  or  bony  coat  is 
formed,  the  Tooth  assumes  directly  q.  proper 
figure,  and  its  inward  part  begins  to  be  filled. 

. The  germ  of  the  Teeth,  like  that  of  other 
bones  before  ossification,  is  composed  of  a tasse- 
lated  mucus,  separated  and  divided  into  a number 
of  little  cells,  which  are  afterwards  filled  up  with 
calcareous  or  bony  matter,  and  constitutes  the 
solidity  of  the  bone.  This  germ  is  contained  in 
little  lodges  or  cells  of  the  socket,  which  it  stretches 
in  proportion  as  the  bulk  of  the  Tooth  augments 
and  spreads ; at  the  same  time  its  membrane  in- 
creases, and  takes  hold  of  the  roots,  and  forms  the 
periosteum  that  surrounds  it. 

The  body  of  the  Tooth  being  quite  finished, 
the  root  takes  then  jts  due  form,  and  as  it  grows 

ftronger,

stronger,  it  lengthens  by  degrees  until  it  becomes 
of  a proper  length  ; the  extremities  grow  firm  and 
bony,  leaving,  however,  a free  passage  to  the 
vessels  that  run  through  the  cavity  of  its  root, 
and  penetrate  with  their  nourifhing  juices  to  the 
very  inward  body  of  the  T ooth.  While  the  root 
grows  thicker  and  stronger,  finishing  itself  within 
the  socket,  the  body  of  the  Tooth  rises  towards 
the  Gum,  and  attempts  to  come  out.  It  begins 
by  dilating  the  partitions  of  the  socket,  and  being 
level  with  this,  bony  border,  it'  cuts  immediately 
the  membrane,  in  which  it  is  inclosed,  then  the 
other  membrane  that  covers  the  socket,  and  at 
laft  the  gum.  In  this  manner  shoot  forth  the 
Teeth. 

The  partitions  of  the  sockets  will  lengthen  in 
proportion  as  the  Teeth  draw  nearer  the  Gums; 
but  although  in  lengthening  they  are  compressed 
and  grow  harder,  still  they  have  an  elasticity,  by 
which  they  render  the  Teeth  safer  and  stronger 
against  the  impressions  of  any  accident.  . 

The  same  oeconomy  we  find  in  the  molares*- 
that  are  furnished  with  more  roots,  and  conse- 
quently have  more  cells  in  their  sockets,  which 
always  multiply  at  the  same  time,  when  the  roots 
appear*  as  was  said  before.  It  would  be  natural 
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to  think  that  in  those  Teeth  that  have  but  one 
root,  their  sockets  should  be  found  greater  in 
diameter  than  the  root  itself,  as  the  socket  has 
taken  the  form  and  figure  of  the  body  of  the 
Tooth,  which  is  first  of  all  formed  in  it,  and  is 
always  of  a larger  diameter  than  the  root ; but  it 
is  never  so,  on  account  of  the  abovementioned 
elastic  force  belonging  to  the  partition  of  the 
socket,  insomuch  that  as  soon  as  the  body  of  the 
Tooth  is  out  of  the  socket,  the  socket  contracts, 
and  adapts  itself,  by  degrees,  to  the  figure  of  the 
roots,  holding  the  Tooth  so  firm  as  if  it  were 
fixed  in  a vice  or  screw. 

Of  the  ERUPTION  of  the  TEETH. 

Children,  when  they  are  brought  into  the 
world,  have  generally  no  Teeth ; I say  generally, 
because  some  have  been  found,  with,  two,  three, 
and  even  four  incisores;  two  in  the  upper  jaw, 
and  two  in  the  lower  one  ; but  these  cases  are 
not  to  establish  a rule,  being  only  an  exception. 

% Teeth  appear  sooner  or  later,  according  to  the 
weaker  or  stronger  constitution  of  the  child  ; 
there  have  been  some  of  them  who  have  cut 
their  Teeth  when  they  were  two  or  three  months 
old,  and  sometimes  not  before  they  were  a year 

or 
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or  fifteen  months;  but  for  the  generality,  in  the 
fifth,  sixth,  or  eighth  month  after  their  birth,  the 
first  Tooth  begins  to  appear.  The  two  small 
incisores  of  the  lower  jaw  are  the  first  that  come 
out. 

The  large  incisores  of  the  upper  jaw  appear 
almost  at  the  same  time;  then  two  appear  in 
the  lower  jaw  at  the  side  of  the  former,  and  then 
two  other  in  the  upper  jaw : this  is  the  general 
order  in  which  the  incisores  are  seen.  When  the 
child  is  eleven  months,  or  a year  old,  the  lower 
canini  appear  almost  always  at  the  same  time ; 
and  a few  days  after,  the  upper  canini  likewise 
shoot  forth  together,  and  these  cause  greater  pain 
than  the  former. 

When  children  are  about  sixteen  or  twenty 
months  old,  the  two  small  lower  grinders  come 
out,  and  in  a few  days  after  the  two  other  of  the 
upper  jaw;  the  other  four  molares  do  not  gene- 
rally appear  until  the  child  is  two  years  old,  the 
one  at  each  side  of  the  mandibles.  These  make 
twenty  in  number,  and  are  called  Milk-Teeth, 
the  child  remaining  in  this  situation  till  about  the 
sixth  year  of  its  age. 

The  order  we  have  described  is  not  always 
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exact ; for  we  often  see  the  small  grinders  shoot 
forth  sooner  than  the  canini,and  thecanini  quick- 
er than  the  lateral  incisorcs.  At  the  age  of  five 
or  six  years,  the  other  four  molares  appear  next 
to  those  lately  come  out  in  each  mandible.  To- 
wards the  eleventh  or  twelfth  year,  four  other 
molares  come  out  in  the  same  order,  as  do  like- 
wise four  in  the  seventeenth  or  eighteenth,  which 
in  all  make  twenty-eight,  viz.  eight  incisores  or 
fore-teeth,  four  canini,  and  sixteen  molares  or 
grinders.  With  these  Teeth  we  generally  con- 
tinue until  the  four  last  molares,  called  dentes 
sapientite,  appear;  the  exact  time  of  which  is  very 
uncertain,  though  usually  it  happens  at  the  age 
of  twenty-five,  or  even  twenty-eight.  Nor  are 
there  instances  wanting  of  their  not  appearing 
before  the  age  of  fifty,  when  they  are  for  the  most 
part  accompanied  with  tumours  and  defluctions 
on  the  neighbouring  parts,  which  proceeds  from 
the  pressure  caused  by  the  crown  of  the  Tooth  on 
the  sides  of  the  socket,  and  on  the  fleshy  and 
membranous  point  of  the  Gum,  which  at  that 
time  of  life  is  become  more  hard  and  obdurate. 
At  the  age  of  seven  or  eight  years,  the  incisores, 
the  canini,  and  the  small  molares,  are  shed  in  the 
same  order  as  they  did  appear  When  these  are 
gone,  as  many  stronger  and  more  beautiful  Teeth 
take  their  place. 
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It  is  remarkable,  that  if  one  of  the  Milk-Teeth 
is  drawn  before  it  is  loose,  we  find  in  it  a root  as 
firm  as  that  of  the  second  Tooth ; but  on  the  con- 
trary, if  it  is  drawn  when  it  is  loose,  there  is  no 
root  at  all.  This  has  given  rise  to  a variety  of 
opinions,  concerning  the  destination,  or  rather 
destruction  of  the  roots  of  the  Milk-Teeth.  It 
is  imagined  by  some,  that  they  are  entirely  con- 
sumed by  a flux  of  acid  humours,  which  absorb 
the  calcareous  matter  of  the  roots,  and  so  decom- 
pose the  constituent  parts  ; while  others  suppose, 
that  these  roots  are  incorporated  into  the  sub- 
stance of  the  second  Teeth.  But  3.S  these  sug- 
gestions are  not  supported  by  the  least  appear- 
ance of  fact,  we  shall  not  therefore  take  up  the 
time  of  the  reader  to  prove  the  contrary  of  them  ; 
but  shall  only  observe,  such  an  acid  humour  could 
not  exist  without  destroying  all  the  Teeth  ; and 
that  such  an  incorporation  into  the  substance  of 
the  second  Tooth  has  never  yet  been  found.  It 
appears  by  several  of  the  later  discoveries  made 
in  anatomy,  that  many  parts  necessary  to  the 
body  ii^  the  embryo  and  infant  state,  are  totally 
lost  and  obliterated  in  that  of  adults;  and  that 
those  parts  which  are  become  useless  and  redun- 
dant in  the  system  arc  absorbed,  and  taken  up 
by  the  lymphatic  vessels,  to  be  afterwards  thrown 
out  at  the  different  emunctories  of  the  body. — 
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That  this  is  in  reality  the  case  with  the  roots  of 
the  Milk-Teeth,  may  be  fully  ascertained  by  a 
variety  of  similar  facts,  which  the  nature  of  this 
work  will  not  admit  to  enumerate. 

Sometimes,  though  seldom,  the  large  molares, 
and  even  the  dentes  sapientiae,  will  shed;  as  hap- 
pened lately  to  a Lady  who  was  tortured  with  the 
most  exquisite  pain  in  one  of  the  dentes  sapientiae, 
on  the  right  side  of  the  lower  jaw.  I felt  the 
Tooth  quite  loose,  which  I drew  with  my  fin- 
gers,  but  found  no  root  to  it.  This  I concluded 
to  be  owing  to  another  Tooth  lying  under  it  ; 
which  I soon  perceived,  on  further  examining 
of  the  socket.  As  the  excruciating  pain  still 
continued,  the  Lady  could  not  be  persuaded  that 
there  was  another  Tooth  to  come  out,  but  that 
the  root  of  the  former  was  left  behind  : however 
the  appearance  of  a new  Tooth,  not  long  after, 
fully  convinced  her,  that  the  pain  was  entirely- 
owing  to  the  smallness  and  firmness  of  the  socket, 
which  retarded  the  egress  of  the  young  Tooth, 
and  obliged  it  in  a manner  to  grind  its  passage 
out. 

An  opinion  prevails,  that  there  is  a very  great 
risque  in  drawing  Milk-Teeth,  before  they  are 
loose;  but  in  reality,  there  is  not  the  smallest 
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danger : and  indeed,  when  they  are  carious,  or 
any  other  way  painful,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  draw  them,  to  prevent,  as  much  as  possible, 
an  inflammation  of  the  Gums  and  adjoining 
parts,  which  might  destroy  the  germ  of  the  se- 
cond Tooth. 

It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  draw  those  Teeth 
that  lie  across,  or  ride  upon  one  another,  (a  very 
disagreeable  sight)  in  order  to  give  a more  exact 
and  uniform  arrangement  to  the  rest.  This  de- 
fed!  of  order  in  the  canini  and  incisores  in  gene- 
ral, proceeds  from  an  extreme  narrowness  of  the 
jaws.  But  the  operator  must  be  very  circumspect 
in  examining  every  circumstance  relative  to  the 
Tooth  and  socket,  before  he  draws  a Milk- 
Tooth  ; for  if  a part  of  the  socket  should  be 
broke  and  give  way,  the  second  Tooth  will  al- 
ways come  out  in  an  irregular  manner. 

DISORDERS  incident  to  CHILDREN 

in  TEETHING,  and  the  Manner  of 

TREATING  THEM. 

The  eruption  of  Teeth  in  Children,  is  often 
attended  with  the  most  fatal  consequences,  by 
exciting  fevers,  convulsions,  gripes  in  the  in- 
testines, acidities  in  the  stomach,  and  finally,  by 

intro-

introducing  a great  degree  of  irritability  in  their 
tender  constitutions,  so  that  they  become  more 
liable  to  a greater  variety  of  disorders. 

i 

Children  suffer  in  teething,  first,  in  proportion 
to  the  delicacy  and  sensibility  of  their  constitu- 
tions : Secondly,  to  the  number  and  figure  of  the 
Teeth  that  push  out  at  the  same  time  : Thirdly, 
to  the  state  of  the  Gums,  which  in  some  children 
is  found  to  be  more  tense  and  liable  to  inflamma- 
tion than  in  others. 

Children  who  are  originally  of  a delicate  habit, 
or  who  have  been  rendered  so  by  milk  of  an  im- 
proper quality,  or  by  any  other  cause  that  impairs 
their  digestion,  and  produces  acidities  in  their 
stomach  and  intestines,  are  extremely  liable  to 
convulsions  in  teething ; on  the  contrary,  chil- 
dren of  a strong,  robust  make,  whose  food  is 
converted  into  proper  nourishment,  are  less  sub- 
ject to  convulsive  disorders,  but  are  liable  often 
to  a degree  of  fever,  which  in  some  measure  fa- 
cilitates the  eruption  of  the  Teeth.  The  num- 
ber and  figure  of  the  Teeth  that  shoot  out  at  once, 
will  greatly  increase  the  pain  ; for  the  blunt  flat 
molares  will  meet  with  a much  greater  resistance, 
and  a greater  degree  of  laceration,  than  the  sharp- 
pointed  incisores  or  canini. 
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At  the  same  time  the  canini  will  prolong  the 
pain,  from  their  wedge-like  figure,  which  is  con-, 
tinually  dilating  the  socket  and  gum  till  the 
Tooth  has  completed  its  growth. 

From  this  great  difficulty  the  Teeth  have  to 
cut  the  gums,  many  mischiefs  are  frequently  pro- 
duced ; for  as  inflammation  is  always  the  con- 
sequence of  laceration  and  pressure  ; by  its  go- 
ing too  far,  frequently  occasions  swelled  glands 
about  the  throat  and  neck,  which  sometimes  sup- 
purate ; and  even  ulcers  in  the  gums,  and  neigh- 
bouring parts,  have  been  produced.  In  order  to 
mitigate,  and  in  some  measure  prevent  the  difor- 
ders  arising  from  Teething,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  consider  well  what  has  been  already  said  in 
regard  to  the  tendency  of  nature  to  inflammation 
in  strong  and  robust  children,  and  to  convulsions, 
gripes  and  looseness  in  the  weak,  tender  and  de- 
licate. In  the  first  case,  the  degree  of  fever  and 
inflammation  may  be  lowered,  by  keeping  the 
nurse  upon  a low  diet,  avoiding  animal  food, 
spices,  or  whatever  tends  to  stimulate  and  increase 
the  circulation;  frequent,  but  small  doses  of  rhu- 
barb ought  to  be  administered  to  the  nurse,  which 
will  gently  purge  the  child,  in  the  safest  and  most 
commodious  manner ; in  the  mean  time,  if  the 
gums  are  much  swelled,  scarifying  them  with  the 
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point  of  a lancet,  so  as  to  make  them  bleed  at 
several  parts,  will  empty  the  distended  vessels, 
and  remove  the  tension  from  the  inflamed  gums  j 
and  where  the  fever  runs  high,  even  bleeding  with 
leeches  or  the  lancet  will  be  of  great  service. 

In  the  other  case,  where  convulsions  are  so 
often  the  consequence,  we  must  endeavour  to 
prevent  these  frightful  symptoms  by  every  me- 
thod that  may  tend  to  strengthen  and  confirm  the 
constitution  ; such  as  having  a strong  and  heal- 
thy nurse,  taking  care  that  she  lives  on  the  most 
simple  and  nourishing  food,  giving  the  child  a 
wholesome  country  air,  with  a good  deal  of  ex- 
ercise, and  exhibiting  small  doses  of  aromatic  in- 
fusions of  the  bark,  powder  of  tin,  or  such  like. 

Where  a looseness  and  gripes  prevail,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  take  every  method  to  prevent  that 
tendency  to  acidity,  which  mostly  takes  place  in 
infants  whenever  digestion  is  any  way  disturbed. 
This  is  best  done  by  giving  frequent  but  small 
doses  of  the  absorbent  powders  conjoined  with 
aromatics ; and  perhaps  rhubarb,  or  more  astrin- 
gent simples,  with  opiates,  may  be  found  ne- 
cessary. 

In  children  of  relaxed  habits,  whose  gums  are 
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loose  and  flabby,  there  is  very  little  tendency  to 
inflammation.  In  that  case,  applying  mild  as- 
tringents (such  as  a decoction  of  rose-buds  in 
vinegar)  to  the  gums  by  the  nurse’s  finger,  will 
help  greatly  to  brace  up,  and  facilitate  the  erup- 
tion of  the  Tooth.  But  in  all  cases,  where  the 
symptoms  are  troublesome,  and  the  Tooth  tardy 
in  coming  out,  the  only  effedtual  means  is  to 
make  a free  exit  for  it  by  incision,  and  to  cut  the 
gum  quite  down  to  the  Tooth ; and  indeed  where- 
ever  a Tooth  seems  ready  to  appear,  and  the  child 
is  pining  and  suffering  much,  we  ought  to  recur 
immediately  to  incision,  and  in  that  way  remove 
the  pain  that  is  occasioned  by  the  distraction  of 
such  sensitive  parts. 

Sometimes,  where  the  gum  has  been  already 
cut,  and  the  Teeth  very  slow  in  growing,  the 
parts  unite,  and  a cicatrix  is  formed  above  it  ; 
here  we  should  again  cut  the  gum,  so  as  to  lay 
the  Tooth  quite  bare. 

In  some  strong  and  healthy  children,  a number 
of  Teeth  will  push  out  at  the  same  time,  by 
which  means  the  symptoms  are  greatly  aggra- 
vated : here  also  we  should  give  a free  exit  by 
incision,  then  gentle  emollients  should  be  applied 
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to  the  gums,  and  every  thing  that  is  irritating 
should  be  avoided. 

Particular  attention  should  he  paid  to  the  least 
•sore  or  ulcer  that  may  be  formed  about  these 
parts*  lest  they  destroy  the  germ  of  the  subsequent 
Tooth. 

Of  the  DISORDERS  of  the  TEETH. 

The  Teeth  are  subject  to  a variety  of  difor- 
ders,  which  may  be  divided  into  those  arising 
from  internal  or  external  causes.  The  first  have 
their  rise  from  the  juices  being  contaminated  by 
scurvy,  scrophula,  venereal  infection,  or  whatever 
induces  a cachexy  of  the  humours. 

Also  it  is  observed,  that  women  are  more  lia- 
ble to  tooth-achs  and  Auctions  upon  the  gums, 
during  the  time  of  pregnancy,  than  at  any  other; 
perhaps  from  the  particular  sympathy  of  nerves, 
that  is  so  peculiarly  shewn  upon  the  stomach,  &c. 
- at  that  period. 

All  disorders  in  the  gums  infedl  the  Teeth, 
and  are  the  cause  of  long  and  painful  suffering. 
Teeth  generally  fail  by  some  of  the  above  causes. 

The  external  causes  are  also  many.  The  ge- 
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neral  ones  are,  the  use  of  aliments  too  hot  or  too 
cold  ; the  different  impression  of  air  ; all  shocks 
given  to  the  teeth,  which  affect  the  nerves  ; the 
vapours  that  arise  from  the  stomach  and  lungs, 
and  leave  a noxious  and  disagreeable  slime  on  the 
Teeth;  any  particles  of  food  that  stick  between 
the  Teeth  and  putrify:  keeping  the  head  unco- 
vered and  exposed  to  the  air;  sleeping  bare-head- 
ed; as  likewise  the  excessive  use  of  smoaking 
and  chewing  tobacco;  the  many  improper  re- 
medies also  that  are  made  use  of  to  keep  the 
Teeth  clean,  and  the  caustics  applied  irj  order  to 
mitigate  the  pain,  are  always  sure  to  destroy  thos6 
they  unluckily  touch : hence  we  may  see  of  what 
importance  it  is,  never  to  make  use  of  any  reme- 
dies but  what  are  approved  of  by  a skilful  person. 
Sugar,  when  used  immoderately,  is  another  enemy 
to  the  Teeth;  but  one  of  the  most  dreadful  de- 
stroyers is  mercury.  One  ought,  therefore,  to 
be  extremely  cautious  in  using  it.  All  mineral 
exhalations  are  also  very  pernicious,  as  we^  see 
by  daily  experience  in  all  those  persons  who  work 
in  any  of  the  quicksilver,  lead,  or  copper  mines, 
&c.  Such  people  generally  have  their  Teeth 
corroded,  divested  of  their  enamel,  and  sometimes 
entirely  wasted  away  by  the  corrosive  particles 
exhaling  from  those  minerals. . Among  the  ex- 
ternal causes,  however,  negligence  may  be  reck- 
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oned  the  first ; for  let  the  lymph  be  ever  so  pure, 
and  digestion  ever  so  regular,  there  are  always 
some  viscid  exhalations  that  are  apt  to  settle  upon 
the  Teeth.  These  can  easily  be  removed;  but 
if  neglected,  may  prove  the  cause  of  many  mis- 
chievous disorders,  as  we  shall  shew  hereafter. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  give  my  reader  a list 
(as  many  have  done)  of  the  various  disorders  in- 
cident to  the  Teeth,  but  to  comprehend  them 
tinder  two  single  articles,  namely,  erosion  and 
caries  ; and  I shall  take  notice  likewise  of  what 
is  commonly  called  the  tartar. 

Erosion  is  a disorder  that  renders  the  Teeth 
rough,  and  worm-eaten.  It  affects  only  children, 
either  when  the  first  Teeth  shoot  forth,  or  when 
the  second  ones  appear.  The  original  causes  of 
these  disorders  are  the  small-pox,  the  measles,  and 
all  those  disorders  that  contaminate  the  juices.  It 
penetrates  more  or  less,  according  to  the  hardness 
and  firmness  of  the  Teeth  ; and  therefore  if  the 
disease  should  seize  the  child  when  its  Teeth  are 
not  sufficiently  firm  and  ossified,  it  must  be  at- 
tended with  bad  consequences,  meeting  with  little 
resistance  in  the  parts  not  sufficiently  ossified. 

But  if  it  should  come  on  when  the  Milk-Teeth 
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are  shedding,  and  the  new  ones  appear,  it  will  be 
of  no  harm  to  the  Tooth  that  has  not  as  yet  come 
out.  The  enamel  of  the  Tooth  can  never  be 
hurt,  but  when  wrapt  up  in  its  membrane,  and  it 
is  then  nothing  else  but  in  a state  of  soft  mucus, 
which  being  rendered  acrid  by  the  same  cause, 
the  enamel  will  be  entirely  consumed.  When- 
ever this  disorder  appears,  it  can  only  be  of  de- 
triment to  the  parts  that  are  not  sufficiently  firm 
and  ossified.  Children  that  are  effe&ed  in  utero 
with  the  scurvy,  the  venereal  disease,  See.  will 
bring  along  with  them  the  seeds  of  those  disor- 
ders, so  pernicious  to  the  Teeth,  if  proper  means 
are  not  made  use  of  to  prevent  it.  But  if  the  ori- 
ginal causes  shall  be  thoroughly  eradicated,  the 
Milk-Teeth  will  only  suffer,  and  those  that  suc- 
ceed them  will  be  found  quite  untouched. 

In.  order  to  purify  the  constitutions  of  such 
children,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  use  of 
those  means  proper  to  produce  a good  chyle,  and 
to  correct  the  state  of  the  juices,  which  is  the 
province  of  the  physician. 

It  is  necessary  likewise  to  choose  a good  nurse, 
whose  milk  is  not  thick,  for  then  it  is  not  so 
easily  assimilated  by  the  infantile  powers ; nor 
too  serous,  for  then  it  wants  the  proper  substance, 
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so  necessary  to  form  a good  nutritious  juice,  the 
want  of  which  prevents  bones  from  growing  in 
their  natural  form. 

The  child  should  be  kept  in  a good  and  pure 
air,  and  all  occasions  taken  to  give  it  due  exercise 
in  the  arms  of  the  nurse,  &c.  These  are  pre- 
cautions . that  will  prevent  this  disorder  from 
affecting  children.  It  is  worth  observing,  that 
if  the  erosion  happens  to  come  after  the  child  is 
weaned,  that  is  to  say,  when  it  is  from  tw'O  to 
six  years  of  age,  a methodical  way  of  living, 
proper  food,  and  good  air,  will  be  the  means  to 
-prevent  it.  Many  have  thought,  without  reason, 
that  this  disorder  could  affedt  nothing  but  the 
body  of  the  Tooth,  and  that  the  root  was  not 
susceptible  of  it.  It  is  true,  that  the  roots  do 
not  appear  so  rough  and  worm-eaten  as  the  body 
of  the  Tooth,  but  still  they  are  shorter,  more 
crooked,  and  of  an  imperfect  form,  which  they 
could  never  get  but  from  this  tendency  of  the 
humours  to  erosion,  or  from  the  rickets,  which 
is  a disease  so  fatal  to  children,  and  proceeds  from 
the  same  causes  as  the  erosion  ; it  also  proves 
very  pernicious  to  the  Teeth,  and  all  other 
bones. 

OF  THE  CARIES. 

As  soon  as  the  Teeth  make  their  appearance, 
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the  caries  begins  to  attack  them,  and  consequently 
they  stand  in  need  of  proper  assistance.  One 
should  think  that  their  hardness  would  render 
them  less  susceptible  of  it,  but  they  are  even 
more  subject  to  a caries  than  all  other  bones  : it 
is  easy,  however,  to  trace  the  causes  of  it.  As 
Teeth  are  of  a closer  texture,  their  vessels  are 
more  compressed,  and  therefore  obstructions  are 
more  easily  occasioned  ; and  also  when  cold 
happens  to  strike  them  to  a certain  degree,  or 
when  the  bony  fibres  suffer  by  some  extraordina- 
ry effort.  If  the  juices  that  circulate  through 
the  small  channels  of  the  Teeth  are  too  thick,  or 
are  any  way  vitiated,  the  Teeth  will  thereby  be 
more  liable  to  be  contaminated;  but  always  in 
proportion  to  the  impressions  they  shall  receive. 

Teeth  that  have  been  affected  with  the 
erosion  at  the  same  time  they  were  forming,  are 
more  subject  to  be  carious,  on  account  of  the  had 
condition  of  their  vessels  ; and  therefore  are  with 
more  difficulty  preserved. 

Various  are  the  species  of  caries ; almost 
every  part  of  the  Teeth  is  affected  by  it,  and 
both  internal  and  external  causes  produce  it.  A 
caries  may  be  divided  into  soft,  superficial,  deep, 
and  dry ; it  attacks  the  root,  the  neck,  or  the 
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crown  of  the  Teeth.  The  caries  that  proceeds 
from  internal  causes,  namely,  the  scurvy,  &c. 
generally  affects  the  root  of  the  Tooth,  often  the 
internal  surface,  sometimes  the  external,  and  even 
the  inward  cavity  of  the  body. 

Such  a caries  is  more  difficult  to  be  known 
than  that  which  proceeds  from  external  causes, 
chiefly  when  it  attacks  the  root  or  neck  of  the 
Tooth;  for  as  the  former  is  buried  in  the  sockets, 
and  the  latter  is  covered  by  the  gums,  one  cannot 
perceive  it;  and  therefore  we  can  only  conjecture, 
that  there,  is  a caries  from  the  torturing  pains 
that  are  produced. — But  these  conjectures  are 
often  false  ; for  the  pain  may.  proceed  from  some 
irritation  affecting  the  chord  of  the  Tooth,  or  the 
periosteum  that  covers  and  lines  the  root:  the 
consequences  therefore  arising  from  this  sort  of 
caries  are  very  bad,  for  it  is  mostly  necessary  to 
draw  the  Tooth,  itself. 

The  caries  that  proceeds  from  external  causes, 
is  visible ; and,  consequently,  by  admitting  of  the 
necessary  operations,  more  easily  removed.  A 
caries,  the  longer  it  is  allowed  to  run  on,  the 
deeper  it  goes,  and  is  therefore  the  more  difficult 
to  cure. 


The 
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The  soft  and  dry  caries  are  not  dangerous, 

• if  their  progress  is  quickly  and  properly  stopped. 

Every  caries  of  the  Teeth  is  more  or  less 
difficult  to  be  eradicated  according  to  the  part  it 
■ affects,  as  that  renders  the  operation  more  or  less 
difficult. 


Although  Teeth  begin  to  be  affected  with  the 
caries  as  soon  as  they  appear,  still  it  must  be 
allowed,  that  the  time  in  which  they  are  more 
subject  to  it  is  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  years 
of  age. 


It  is  worth  remarking,  that  when  a Tooth  is 
,e  caffected  by  the  caries  on  that  side  which  rests  on 
.another  Tooth,  it  also  affects  the  contiguous  one-; 
ifrom  which  we  may  argue,  that  the  particles 
exhaling  from  the  carious  Tooth  must  be  corro- 
sive. This  happens,  not  only  in  the  lateral,  but 
■also  in  the  opposite  Teeth;  for  when  a caries 
^appears  on  the  upper  surface  of  a Tooth,  it  is 
tthen  applied  to  the  surface  of  the  opposite,  and  in 
:the  same  manner  affects  it,  as  is  particularly  seen 
fin  the  molares. 


The  caries  sometimes  proceeds  from  fractures 
fin  the  Teeth;  but  is  generally  caused  by  falls 

and 
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and  from  violent  efforts  in  breaking  something  of 
a hard  nature  with  the  Teeth.

The  fractured  Tooth  can  never  be  repaired;) 
however,  it  ought  not  to  be  neglected,  but  • 
carefully  examined,  as  it  requires  the  greatest: 
assistance  of  art;  for  the  Tooth  has  sometimes  in 
the  fractured  part  small  cutting  points,  that  will 
be  of  great  detriment  to  the  tongue,  and  be  the 
cause  of  very  painful  and  dangerous  wounds; 
therefore  they  must  be  immediately  taken  off,  to  j 
prevent  mischief  to  the  tender  parts  that 
touch. 

Whenever  the  caries  appears,  it  must  be  open- 
ed by  a masterly  hand  to  the  very  bottom.  If  in 
so  doing  the  chord  of  the  Tooth  is  discovered,  the 
operation  will  prove  very  painful ; but  still  it 
must  be  destroyed,  either  with  an  instrument,  the 
actual  cautery,  or  some  caustic  liquor. 

We  ought  to  be  very  attentive  in  the  opera- 
tion; for  if  we  do  not  utterly  destroy  the  said 
chord,  but  only  prick  it,  the  most  raging  pains  will 
succeed,  together  with  an  inflammation,  and  the 
inevitable  necessity  of  drawing  the  Tooth. 

Such  a cure  cannot  but  be  very  torturing  ; for 
r not 
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not  only  the  fensltive  parts  of  the  Tooth  are  to 
be  expofed  to  the  imprcflion  of  the  air,  but  alfo  to 
be  touched  with  an  instrument,  so  as  to  be  de- 
stroyed. The  skilful  operator  must  endeavour 
to  assuage  the  pain  of  his  patient  by  the  assist- 
ance of  medicines. 

When  a Tooth  by  the  loss  of  its  chord  is  be- 
come insensible,  it  must  be  filled  with  lead  or 
gold,  in  order  to  prevent  any  acid  or  saline  par- 
ticles from  getting  through  the  hole  where  the 
chord  went  into  the  socket,  to  hurt  its  delicate 
membrane ; for  then  there  could  be  no  means  of 
redress  by  drawing  the  Tooth:  hence  all  the 
care  that  had  been  taken,  and  all  the  pain  that 
had  been  endured  to  render  the  Tooth  insensible, 
would  then  be  of  no  avail. 

Of  the  .TARTAR. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  treat  of  what  is 
commonly  called  the  Tartar.  From  whatever 
occasional  or  secondary  cause  the  Tartar  pro- 
ceeds, the  principal  one  is  certainly  negligence. 
It  hath  been  called  by  §ome  a cancer,  because  it 
corrodes  the  gums  and  the  socket  in  such  a man- 
ner, that  the  Teeth  will  fall  out  for  want  of  sup- 
port. It  is  generated  by  the  fragments  of  aliments 

that 
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that  stick  to  the  Teeth,  by  a vitiated  saliva,  or  by 
an  imperfect  digestion,  See. 

Whenever  this  viscid  matter  is  allowed  to 
stick  to  the  Teeth,  it  grows  hard,  and  degene- 
rates into  Tartar,  and  will  augment  by  degrees, 
from  new  particles  of  aliments  continually  join- 
ing the  old  ones ; but  this  would  never  happen, 
if  the  Teeth  were  carefully  cleaned  every  morn- 
ing with  something  proper  for  that  purpose. 

This  Tartar  is  a kind  of  crust,  not  only  dis- 
agreeable to  the  eyes,  but  also  productive  of  very 
feetid  exhalations.  ‘ 

There  are  various  sorts  of  Tartar,  viz.  the 
yellow,  the  whitish,  the  black,  and  even  the 
green  Tartar,  w’hich  is  the  most  pernicious,  as 
it  often  destroys  the  enamel.  The  lower  inci- 
sores  are  more  subject  to  the  Tartar,  chiefly  in 
their  internal  side,  because  of  their  vicinity  to  the 
tongue,  and  of  the  saliva,  which  runs  mostly 
that  way.  Although  persons  grown,  in  years 
are  generally  more  liable  to  be  troubled  with  the 
Tartar,  yet  wo  frequently  see  the  Teeth  of  young 
people  all  covered  with  it. 

Whatever  is  the  cause  that  produces  this  Tar- 
tar 
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tar,  or  whatever  the  time  of  its  appearance,  it 
ought  to  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible,  other- 
wise the  gums,  by  the  compression,  will  swell, 
and  obstruct  the  regular  course  of  the  fluids 
through  the  lymphatic  and  blood-vessels,  _which 
will  therefore  be  liable  to  putrify,  and  destroy  in 
a short  time,  the  gum,  the  socket,  and  the  perios- 
teum of  the  root. 

This  is  the  reason  why  Teeth  grow  loose  and 
painful.  At  that  time  if  you  were  even  then  to 
cut  off  this  heterogeneous  body,  it  would  be  too 
late  to  hinder  the  loss  of  the  Tooth,  which  is 
now  left  without  any  support  from  the  gums, 
the  periosteum,  and  the  sockets. 

-i 

The  Tartar  sometimes  is  even  thicker  than  the 
body  of  the  Tooth,  to  which  it  sticks  so  close, 
that  they  seem  to  form  one  single  body,  therefore 
it  requires  a dexterous  and  skilful  hand  to  remove 
it.  In  such  a case,  we  must  endeavour  to  ren- 
der the  course  of  the  humours  free  again  to  the 
gums,, by  restoring  them  with  proper  astringent 
and  antiscorbutic  medicines. 

Some  Teeth,  after  having  been  freed  of  their 
Tartar,  \ ill  shew  a very  beautiful  enamel  . 
which  makes  it  evident  that  such  a Tartar  is  not 


so 
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of  so  acrid  or  corrosive  a nature  as  the  green 
kind  generally  is. 

Of  the  DISORDERS  the  SOCKETS 

ARE  LIABLE  TO. 

The  Sockets  are  also  subject  to  caries  as  well 
as  the  Teeth,  although  not  so  often.  The 
causes  that  produce  such  an  effect  in  them,  are 
the  very  same  with  those  formerly  delivered  as  the 
internal  cause  of  caries  in  the  Teeth. 

* , * 

The  Sockets  are  also  liable  to  be  destroyed  by 
degrees,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  roots  of  the 
milk-teeth. 

This  fatal  disorder  proceeds  from  a stagna- 
tion of  humours  in  the  gums,  where  they  jm- 
trify,  or  from  any  sharp  or  corrosive  particles 
that  may  penetrate  and  corrode  them  insensibly. 
Also  from  a stagnation  of  the  fluids  in  the  serous 
or  blood-vessels  of  the  gums,  the  socket's  and 
their  partitions  will  sometimes  grow  soft,  and 
become  entirely  of  a fleshy  consistence,  which, 
therefore  leaves  the  Tooth  without  support. 
Old  men  generally  lose  their  Sockets  entirely, 
because  the  nutritious  juices  that  formerly  serv- 
ed to  nourish  the  gums  are  now  no  longer  dis- 
tributed to  them. 


It 
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It  is  worth  observing,  however,  that  persons 
of  a robust  constitution  are  not  so  liable  to  lose 
their  sockets,  and  consequently  their  Teeth;  for 
we  see  people  extremely  old  with  all  their  Teeth, 
with  their  gums  quite  perfect,  and  therefore 
their  Sockets  must  be  sound  and  well. 

There  is  no  other  way  to  prevent  those  dis- 
orders, but  by  taking  a particular  care  in  cleaning 
the  gums,  never  letting  any  corrosive  particles, 
or  any  viscid  matter,  that  is  likely  to  putrify, 
enter  into  the  Sockets  so  that  the  gums  may 
become  strong,  and  apply  themselves  closely 
ronnd  the  necks  of  the  Teeth. 

Of  the  DISORDERS  of  the  GUMS. 

Whenever  the  Gums  are  affected,  they  ge- 
nerally lose  their  colour,  their  firmness,  and 
consequently  their  adhesion  to  the  Teeth;  they 
will  at  different  times  appear  pale,  flabby,  relax- 
ed, rough,  corroded,  inflamed,  and  wrinkled. 
The  levidity  of  the  Gums  proceeds  from  some 
defect  in  the  circulation  of  the  blood  through 
them. 

To  remedy  as  much  as  possible  so  disagreea-* 
ble  a circumstance,  it  will  be  very  proper  to 
rub  the  Gums  pretty  often  in  the  morning,  and 
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likewise  to  scarify  them,  in  order  to  let  out  some 
blood,  and  in  that  way  promote  the  circulation. 

If,  after  these  means  have  been  used,  the  com- 
plaint remains  the  same,  it  will  be  then  necessary 
to  have  the  Physician’s  assistance,  as  the  fault 
must  be  rooted  in  the  constitution. 

The  Gums  grow  often  so  thick,  that  they  in 
some  measure  resemble  pincushions,  and  by  com- 
municating their  swelling  to  the  lips,  they  will 
greatly  deform  the  mouth  and  face. 

This  disorder  proceeds  either  from  the  com- 
pression of  the  Tartar,  or  a local  plethora. — If  it 
proceeds  from  the  first  of  these,  the  Tartar  must 
be  removed,  immediately ; then  scarify  or  prick 
the  Gums,  and  administer  proper  antiscorbutic 
and  astringent  medicines  fit  to  brace  them  up. 

But  if  the  swelling  proceeds  from-  a plethora, 
which  is  easily  known,  a proper  method  must  be 
taken  to  evacuate  the  vitiated  humours,,  and  to 
diminish  the  thickness  of  the  Gums,  in  . the 
points  that  run  in  betwixt  each  Tooth,  where 
the  swelling  more  manifestly  appears ; then 
proper  astringents  should  also  be  applied  ttr 
prevent  th£  complain*  from  recurring  • the  pati-. 
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ent  must  live  oil  a proper  regimen,  and  submit 
to  the  necessary  ablutions. 

A swelling,  as- big  as  a strawberry,  sometimes 
spears  in  the  gums  of  young  people,  which  is 
more  unsightly  and  deformed  than  dangerous  ; 
but  it  is  necessary  to  dispurse  it  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. The  same  causes  that  swell  the  gums, 
will  also  produce  excrescences  upon  them. 

It  these  proceed  from  an  external  cause.,  the 
effect  will  cease  when  once  that  is  removed  ;.  but 
where  the  cause  is  internal,  all  outward  applica- 
tions will  be  useless.  Sometimes  these  excres- 
cences will  be  greater  than  at  other  times. 

When  they  begin,  they,  are  never  dangerous  j 
but  if  they  are  neglected- and  increase,  the  Tooth 
soon  becomes  loose,  and  of  course  is  soon  lost. 
Absorbent  remedies  are  to  be  applied  in  the  be- 
ginning ; but  when  the  excrescence  is  arrived  to 
a certain  size,  then  it  cannot  be  destroyed  but 
either  by  carefully  cutting  off  the  redundant  part 
of  the  gum,  or  by  consuming  it  some  other  way. 

The  substance  of  the  gums  may  be  diminished' 
either  for  want  of  sufficient  nourishment,  or  by 
being  too  tense  and  firm  ; for  then  they  are  apt 

to 
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to  hinder  the  fluids  from  circulating  properly : 
hence  it  happens  that  the  Teeth  are  deprived  of 
their  necessary  support,  and  the  gums  become  a 
very  disagreeable  sight  to  the  eye.  The  want  of 
juices,  and  the  contracted  state  of  the  vesselr 
(which  are  the  chief  causes)  may  be  removed  hy 
means  of  proper  emollients,  &c.  which  by  relax- 
ing the  parts  that  were  too  tense  and  firm,  will 
promote  the  dilatation  of  the  vessels,  and  conse- 
quently the  course  of  the  humours  will  be  more 
free,  and  their  quantity  augmented.  We  must 
not,  however,  delay  the  cure  too  long,  for  some- 
times art  comes  too  late. 

The  paleness  of  the  gums  proceeds  from  the 
deficiency  of  the  globular  part  of  the  blood,  which 
may  be  occasioned  likewise  by  the  narrowness  of 
the  vessels.  It  is  easy,  by  rubbing  the  gums  pret- 
ty often,  to  recal  the  blood,  and  consequently  re- 
store to  them  their  natural  colour. 

Whenever  the  gums  are  relaxed,  and  want  that 
tensity  and  firmness  which  is  so  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  their  being  in  a sound  state,  various  com- 
plaints are  generally  the  consequence,  and  there- 
fore proper  antiscorbutic  astringents  must  be  made 
use  of,  in  time,  to  prevent  and  remedy  such  fatal 
disorders. 


The 
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The  gums  are  sometimes  rough,  as  if  spread 
all  over  with  little  grains  like  millet-seeds,  under 
the  skin.  These  little  tumours  are  hard  and  ug- 
ly, sometimes  will  come  to  a suppuration,  and 
render  the  gums  very  painful.  These  are  there- 
fore to  be  prevented  by  applying  very  strong  re- 
solvents ; then  we  must  make  use  of  detergents, 
and  come  by  degrees  to  astringents. 

Children  who  eat  too  much  sugar,  or  sweet- 
meats, generally  have  their  gums  corroded;  con- 
fectioners and  chemists  are  subject  to  this  disor- 
der, because  the  saline  and  corrosive  particles  that 
Hy  from  the  sugar  and  mineral  affects  their  gums. 
This  disease  should  bv  no  means  be  neglected  ; 
and,  first  of  all,  the  cause  must  be  removed;  then 
the  proper  astringent  and  sweetening  medicines 
must  be  administered,  to  purify  the  mass  of  blood  ; 
and  it  is  very  necessary  to  abstain  from  every 
thing  too  salt,  spicy,  high-seasoned,  or  what  else 
may  render  the  blood  acid  or  sharp. 

The  inflammation  of  the  gums  proceeds,  for 
the  most  part,  from  the  impression  of  cold  air  : 
the  best  remedy,  therefore,  is  to  keep  them 
warm.

That  the  gums  are  also  subject  to  cancerous 

tumours. 
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tumours,  from  the  above  causes,  evidently  ap- 
pears ; and  they  should  always  be  speedily  extir- 
pated. Such  a disorder  must,  be  considered  as  a 
local  affection  that  has  proceeded  from  some 
glandular  or  vascular  part  of  the  .gums  being 
vitiated,  together  with  an  internal  or  predisposing 
cause  in  the  habit ; it  requires,  therefore,  a very 
serious  and  mature  consideration,  before  such  a 
cure  is  undertaken,  lest  we  should  hurry  on  to 
the  operation  too  precipitately. 

Sometimes  ulcers  will  affect  the  gums ; their 
external  causes  are  rotten  Teeth,  the  tartar,  vio- 
lent falls,  blows,  vitiated  saliva,  or  any  other  in- 
jury offered  to  them.  : 

The  scurvy  and  vitiated  humours  are  the  in- 
ternal causes,  and  therefore  a radical  cure  of  the 
ulcers  will  never  take  place,  except  these  are  en- 
tirely  got  the  better  of. 

They  are  sometimes  more,  sometimes  less  deep 
in  the  gums  ; when  they  are  not  deep,  astringents 
and  antiscorbutics  may  be  of  use  ; but  when  they 
are  deep,  they  will  even  produce  a swelling,  and 
an  excrescence  in  the  gums;  and  therefore  we 
must  take  care  to  cut  off  the  superfluity,  and  fol- 
low 
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ow  the  method  that  was  mentioned  when  we 
;poke  of  tumours  and  excrescences. 

Ulcers  are  of  different  sorts,  and  vary  greatly 
n their  appearance;  but  as  they  always  proceed 
•'rom  the  above  causes,  (and  the  nature  of  this 
,vork  will  not  allow  of  prolixity)  it  will  be  un- 
necessary to  describe  them. 


The  abscesses  or  imposthumes  that  are  formed 
n the  gums,  proceed,  for  the  most  part,  from  some 
jad  Tooth,  or  from  some  Tooth  not  drawn  in 
or  they  may  proceed  from  the  intempera- 


ime 


ure  of  the  air,  from  some  violent  blow,  &c.  as 
• Iso  from  the  extraction  of  a Tooth  difficult  to 
ilravv.  When  the  chord  of  the  Tooth  is  leftun- 
:overed,  either  by  a caries,  or  some  other  cause, 
:t  swells  and  inflames,  communicating  the  in- 
flammation to  the  periosteuni  that  covers  the 
•oot,  and  lines  the  socket  and  substance  of  the 
naxillary  bones  ; then  proceeds  to  the  socket, 
md  so  to  the  gums,  where  the  abscess  is  formed, 
’rom  its  being  a much  softerpart.  We  must  not 
neglect  to  examine  the  Tooth,  and  if  we  find  that 
o be  the  cause;  it  must  be  drawn  immediately, 
wen  if  there  was  a Auction  of  humours  upon  the 
'urns ; for  the  corrupted  matter  that  stagnates  in 
hat  place,  might  be  very  pernicious  to  the  con- 
tiguous 
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tiguous  bony  substance  : then  we  must  make  use  5 
of  those  remedies  that  are  prescribed  in  such  I 
cases,  in  order  to  make  a perfect  cure ; for  if  it 
was  not  speedily  effected,  it  would  prove  destruc- 
tive to  the  gums,  the  sockets,  and  contiguous 
Teeth. 

The  same  causes  also  will  produce  fistulas  in 
the  gums,  which  are  more  or  less  of  a malignant 
nature. 

In  order  to  remove  them,  it  will  be  proper  to  i 
make  use  of  the  same  things  that  were  prescribed 
for  the  abscesses,  or  of  any  thing  else  that  the 
skilful  Practitioner  will  find  necessary. 

Little  cancers  that  appear  sometimes  in  the 
gums  may  be  destroyed  by  a caustic;  those  that  ; 
arise  from  some  internal  cause,  are  more  malig- 
nant and  stubborn : sometimes  they  are  very  nu- 
merous and  small,  of  colour  different  from  other 
cancers,  and  almost  always  accompanied  by  ul- 
cers somewhere  else. 

\ i l 
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Those  that  proceed  from  the  fluids  being  taint- 
ed by  the  venereal  disease,  are  distinguished  from 
those  that  arise  from  a scorbutic  humour  ; for 
the  former  are  deeper,  more  painful,  and  full  of 

blood, 
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blood,  yielding  a great  quantity  of  -foetid  matter, 
and  occasions  a great  swelling  in  the  lips. 

The  second  are  of  a milder  nature,  and  not  so 
inflammatory.  Without  purifying  the  vitiated 
humours  internally,  as  was  formerly  hinted,  all 
outward  applications  will  be  quite  useless. 


The  gums  are  also  subject  to  suppuration,  and, 
in  this  way  they  are  not  only  liable  to  be  de- 
stroyed, but  the  Teeth  also.  I have  remarked, 
that  fat  persons  are  more  subject  to  this  disorder 
than  those  of  a meagre  constitution,  on  account 
of  their  having  a greater  quantity  of  humours  ; 
the  fore-parts  of  the  incisores,  canini,  and  small 
giinders,  towards  the  root,  are  most  liable  to  be 
affected  with  it;  they  grow  of  a brownish  colour, 
and  in  proportion  as  the  disorder  either  increases, 
or  declines,  they  assume  a different  appearance. 


Suppuration  frequently  happens  in  those  gums 
where  the  sockets  are  wanting.  The  gum  being, 
as  well  as  the  socket,  divested  of  the  periosteum, 
and  consequently  not  able  to  adhere,  is,  by  being 
left  to  itself,  and  exposed  to  the  air,  affected  with 
little  ulcers,  that  will  soon  occasion  suppuration; 
and  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  (in  order  to 
avoid  more  dangerous  consequences)  to  cut  ofl 
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that  part  of  the  gum  which  is  left  unattached,  and 
likewise  to  remove  all  other  causes,  such  as  the 
surcharge  of  humours,  &c.  by  adhibiting  medi- 
cines that  may  be  adapted  to  answer  that  end. 


CASES. 


CASE  I. 

A.bout  three  years  since,  a Lady  from  the 
county  of  Kent,  having  had  one  of  the  dentes 
molares  on  the  left  side  of  the  upper  jaw  unskil- 
fully drawn,  applied  to  William  Bromfield,  Esq. 
Surgeon  to  Her  Majesty  and  to  St.  George’s 
Hospital  (a  gentleman  not  more  distinguished  by 
his  masterly  knowledge  in  his  profession,  than  by 
his  liberality  and  politeness)  who,  upon  inspecting 
the  seat  of  the  complaint,  desired  I might  be  sent 
for.  Her  distress  we  suspected,  arose  from  mat- 
ter contained  in  the  hollow  parts  of  the  maxillary 
bones,  which  form  the  sinus  called  antrum  high- 
morianum.*  Upon  acquainting  the  Lady  with 

the 

* This  sinus  is  not  very  properly  named  from  Dr.  Highmore, 
as  it  was  evidently  known  before  his  time  to  the  great  Vesalius 
and  others.  [See  Palfin’s  Osteology,  tab.  a.  fig.  *. — Drake’s 
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the  little  pain  the  operation  would  give  her,  she 
consented  to  its  being  performed ; and,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  Mr.  Bromfield,  I made  a puncture  with 
the  usual  instrument  through  the  bottom  of  the 
socket  of  the  Tooth  which  had  been  extracted, 
into  the  sinus,  from  whence  a considerable 
quantity  of  very  fcetid  matter  of  a disagreeable 
colour  issued.  The  sinus  was  directly  deterged, 
"by  means  of  a syringe,  with  my  tincture;  which 
being  repeated  every  four  or  five  hours,  she  per* 
fectly  recovered  from  her  complaint  in  a few 
days. 

CASE  II. 

A Gentleman  in  a distinguished  station  in  the 
East  Indies,  about  the  same  period,  returned  to 
this  kingdom,  in  consequence  of  a complaint  in 
his  mouth,  which  arose  from  a broken  point  of 
one  of  the  upper  incisores  irritating  the  gums* 
A fleshy  excrescence,  the  size  of  a large  filbert, 
was  formed  between  the  upper  lip  and  the  os 
malae,  which  was  attended  with  severe  pain,  and 
had  a cancerous  appearance.  He  consented  to 
have  the  excrescence  removed  from  the  root; 
which  I immediately  performed  with  a small 

Anatomy,  tab.  18.  fig.  i,  and  *.]  Morgagni  observes,  these 
sinusses  are  sometimes  wanting,  tho’  very  rarely.-— Adversaria 
Anatomica,  vi. 
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bistory.  A slight  haemorrhage  followed,  which 
was  stopt  with  a piece  of  lint  dipt  in  my  Tinc- 
ture, with  which  the  wound  was  constantly  wash- 
ed twice  a day ; and  in  less  than  a week,  the  patient 
was  perfectly  cured. 

CASE  III. 

Some  years  since,  Caprain  Nelson,  of  the 
Royal  Navy,  whom  I accidentally  met  with  at 
Portsmouth,  shewed  me  a similar  fleshy  excres- 
cence considerably  larger  than  the  former,  which, 
whenever  he  was  shaved,  gave  him  uncommon 
pain.  He  applied  to  one  of  the  Surgeons  at  the 
Hospital,  who  assured  him  the  case  was  venereal, 
and  had  prepared  him  to  go  through  a mercurial 
course,  I gave  my  opinion  of  the  complaint; 
and  the  surgeon,  upon  a consultation,  having  no 
objection  to  its  being  extirpated,  I removed  it 
with  a history,  and  the  cure  was  completed  in  a 
few  days  without  any  other  application  than  the 
Tincture. 

I saw  this  Gentleman  two  years  afterwards, 
when  his  perfect  state  of  health  confirmed  my 
prognostic,  and  convinced  the  Hospital-Surgeon 
of  his  mistake. 


CASE 
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CASE  IV, 

A Ladv  of  distinction,  about  twenty-two  years 
of  age,  in  the  month  of  July  i 777,  sent  for  me  in 
consequence  of  a very  alarming  complaint  in  her 
mouth.  Her  gums  appeared  greatly  swelled, 
looked  very  florid,  and  were  exceedingly  painful ; 
site  complained  of  a brassy  taste,  and  had  some 
difficulty  of  swallowing  any  kind  of  solid  food. 

An  apothecary  in  the  neighbourhood  had  been 
applied  to  the  day  before  1 saw  her,  and  pro- 
nounced the  disease  an  inflammatory  sore  throaf, 
from  cold.  Though  at  that  time  1 had  some 
suspicion  that  her  distress  arose  from  anothet 
source,  I had  no  objections  to  her  continuing  the 
use  of  an  emollient  gargle  with  nitre,  \\fuch  had 
been  ordered  for  her.  The  next  day  a'l  her 
symptoms  were  aggravated;  when,  being  Still  fur- 
ther confirmed  in  the  conjecture  I had  at  first 
formed,  T requested  an  experienced  surgeon  might 
be  consulted;  and  accordingly  Mr.  Glover,  Sur- 
geon-Major of  the  Essex  regiment,  the  following 
morning,  was  called  in.  On  inspecting  the  seat 
l»t  the  disorder,  we  found  three  of  the  lower  in- 
cisores  loose,  the  breath  very  foetid,  and  a great 
quantity  of  saliva  secreted  from  the  glands.  The 
lastmentioned  gentleman,  on  our  retiring,  declared 
the  Lady  had  been  taking  some  preparation  of 
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mercury,  which  was  the  cause  of  the  above 
symptoms. 

As  the  matter  was  of  so  delicate  a nature,  and 
the  other  practitioner  did  not  fall  in  with  this 
opinion,  though  it  entirely  corresponded  with 
that  f had  at  first  adopter!,  the  utmost  caution 
was  observed  in  asking  the  necessary  questions  of 
the  Lady  and  her  domestics.  One  of  them,  after 
a long  enquiry,  said  the  Hair-dresser  had  occa- 
sionally used  a small  quantity  of  some  meicurial 
pomatum.  The  man,  who  lived  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, was  directly  sent  for;  and,  after  some 
hesitation,  produced  a box,  which  was  found  to 
contain  about  an  ounce  of  the  Unguentum  Nea- 
politanum,  not  above  half  a drachm  of  which, 
it  appeared,  he  had  used  in  the  dressing,  in  order 
to  prevent  a certain  kind  of  animalculae  breeding 
in  the  hair.  By  proper  medical  treatment,  the 
Lady  recovered  her  health  in  about  ten  days 
after;  but  her  gums  continued  in  a spongy,  fiacid 
state,'  for  some  time,  till  they  were  brought  to 
their  natural  beauty  and  firmness  by  the  repeated 
use  of  the  Tincture;  which  1 found  by  expe- 
rience the  best  application  yet  discovered  for 
strengthening  the  gums,  and  making  them  adhere 
to  the  Teeth,  after  they  have  been  injured  by  the 
exhibition  of  meicurial  medicines. 


I have 
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I have  been  the  more  particular  in  the  recital 
of  the  above  case,  as  I think  a ptyalism  more  fre- 
quently happens  from  this  cause,  than  is  generally 
imagined ; and  as  it  in  a striking  manner  shews 
how  soon  some  constitutions  are  affected  by  the 
smallest  quantities  of  mercury,  even  externally 
applied.  Two  Cases,  which  lately  came  under 
my  inspection,  though  not  attended  with  such 
severe  symptoms,  have  corroborated  this  opinion. 


CASE  V. 

I shall  just  lay  before  the  Reader  another  ini- 
stance  of  the  cause  of  a painful  disorder  being 
egregiously  mistaken. 

An  Officer  of  the  Guards,  about  twenty-three 
years  of  age,  being  last  autumn  upon  a visit  to 
his  friends  in  Yorkshire,  was  seized  with  a violent 
pain  on  both  sides  of  the  face  ; which,  according 
to  In's  own  words,  “ ran  along  the  upper  jaw, 
“ and  terminated  at  the  ear.”  His  disorder  was 
treated  by  a Practitioner  said  to  be  very  eminent 
for  his  physical  knowledge,  tas  a rheumatic  com- 
plaint ; for  which  he  was  bled,  and  took  a quan- 
tity of  medicines.  But  the  pain  continuing  some 
days,  with  great  violence,  another  Physician  w’as 

consulted, 
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consulted,  who  declared  the  disease  was  of  a ner- 
vous kind  ; and  accordingly  ordered  him  into  the 
warm  bath,  and  prescribed  camphire  and  opium 
in  large  doses.  Receiving  little  benefit  from  this 
treatment,  the  gentleman  came  to  town,  and 
consulted  me  the  very  evening  of  his  arrival'. 

On  examining  his  mouth,  I felt  two  of  the 
dentes  sapientiae  of  the  upper  jaw  making  their 
way  through  the  gums,  which  I immediately- 
lanced;  and  his  complaint  entirely  left  him  before 
ten  o’clock  that  night. 

Several  Cases  of  a similar  kind  have  come 
under  my  inspection,  in  the  Course  of  my  prac- 
tice; but  the, above  are  sufficient  to  caution  every 
sagacious  Practitioner  from  pronouncing,  with- 
out the  strictest  examination,  upon  the  nature  of 
general  symptoms,  which  have  been  too  often 
called  by  die  names  of  disorders  that  never  ex- 
isted. 


CASE  VI. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  year  1782,  Richard 
Cary,  Esq.  late  of  the  Middle  Temple,  of  a 
healthy  habit,  about  twenty-six  years  of  age,  was 
afflicted  with  a violent  heat,  swelling,  and  bleeding 
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in  his  gums,  which  prevented  him  from  chewing 
his  food,  and  which  continued  near  three  weeks, 
when  he  consulted  an  Apothecary,  who  attended 
him  for  near  two  months,  during  which  time  he 
took  several  medicines,  was  bled,  and  constantly 
gargled  his  mouth  with  a solution  of  honey  of 
roses  in  distilled  vinegar. — The  complaint  how- 
ever increased,  and  a Surgeon  of  character  being 
called  in,  pronounced  his  case  “ a wasting  of  the 
“ alveolar  process  from  a constitutional  disease, 
“ which  would  probably  destroy  the  gums,  and 
V occasion  the  loss  of  most  of  his  Teeth.” 

Not  satisfied  with  this  melancholy  prognostic, 
he  applied  to  a celebrated  Dentist,  who  readily 
undertook  to  remove  his  complaint  in  a short 
space,  by  means  of  a lotion  and  opiate,  which 
seemed,  in  the  course  of  some  weeks,  only  to 
increase  the  patient’s  distress, 

* - 

In  the  month  of  July  1783,  Mr.  Cary’s  gums 
appeared  one  common  ulcer,  and  the  necks  of 
the  incisores  and  canini  of  the  jaws  were  entirely 
denuded, 

hen  I first  saw  him,  about  the  beginning  of 
August  following,  there  was  a considerable  dis- 
charge of  matter  from  the  inside  of  the  gums, 

which 
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which  appeared  in  puffs  all  along  the  upper  jaw, 
of  a dark  brown  colour,  hanging  over  the  sockets 
of  the  Teeth,  most  of  which  were  loose. — I 
directly  took  off  the  ragged  swellings  of  the  gums 
with  a history,  which  gave  him  no  pain  ; and 
scarified  them  between  each  Tooth,  directing 
him  to  apply  my  Tincture  several  times  a day 
with  a fine  sponge,  adding  to  each  spoonful  of  it 
fifty  drops  of  the  Thebaic  Tincture  of  the  Lon- 
don Dispensatory.  He  was  ordered  to  live  spa- 
ringly with  respect  to  rich  animal  soups  (which 
he  had  been  suffered  to  indulge  in  for  a consider- 
able time)  and  drink  a pint  of  the  strong  decoction 
of  Peruvian  bark  twice  a day. 

In  about  ten  days,  I took  off  several  more 
pieces  of  redundant  flesh  from  the  gums,  both  of 
the  upper  and  lower  jaw ; and  had  the  great  satis- 
faction to  find  fresh  granulations,  of  a fine  natural 
colour,  sprouting  round  the  necks  of  the  Teeth 
which  were  loose. 

In  a week  after,  being  disgusted  with  the  bark, 
and  in  every  respect  better,  he  left  it  off,  as  well 
as  the  Tinct.  Thebaicaj,  using  my  Tincture  onjy 
twice  a day  (morning  and  evening),  keeping  it  in 
his  mouth  for  ten  minutes  or  a quarter  of  an 
hour. 
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Mr.  Cary  being  unexpectedly  obliged  to  go  to 
the  Continent,  I heard  no  more  of  him  till  last 
November;  when  I received  the  following  letter; 

« SIR, 

“ I think  myself  obliged,  from  a principle 
“ of  gratitude,  to  return  you  my  thanks  for  the 
« great  advantages  I have  derived  from  your 
“ Tincture,  which  effectually  removed  my  com- 
“ plaints  in  little  more  than  five  weeks,  after  I be- 
“ gan  to  use  it  every  morning  and  evening  My 

Teeth  are  now  firmly  fixed  in  their  sockets, 
“ and  my  gums  in  a firm  and  healthy  state.  As  I 
“ owe  this  salutary  alteration  to  the  efficacy  of 
**  your  valuable  remedy,  you  are  at  liberty  to 
“ publish  an  account  of  my  case,  which  the 
“ Faculty  have  pronounced  a very  singular  one, 
“ in  the  papers,  or  in  any  other  manner  you  may 
“ think  expedient.  /

CASE  VII. 

Chevalier  Ruspini,  Surgeon-Dentist  to  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  having,  in 
the  course  of  his  extensive  practice,  often  met 
with  cases  wherein  persons,  from  mistaken  mo- 
tives of  oeconomy,  have  incautiously  been  induced 
to  use  improper  mixtures,  either  for  cleansing  or 
preserving  their  Teeth,  or  for  remedying  some 
trifling  pain,  and  thereby  produced  quite  the  con- 
trary effects,  wishes  to  guard  the  Public,  and  par- 
ticularly such  as  are  possessed  with  good  Teeth, 
against  this  imprudence.  He  is  induced  to  make 
this  caution  public  from  a recent  circumstance 
which  occurred  a few  weeks  ago,  when  a Lady 
applied  to  him  for  his  advice,  in  consequence  of 
having  had  a fine  set  of  Teeth  almost  destroyed 
by  the  application  of  mineral  acids,  taken  from  an 
old  family  recipe  : these  compositions  are  the 
more  dangerous,  because  on  first  application  they 
render  the  Teeth  beautifully  white,  and  induce

Sir, 

Sometime  in  September  last,  I did  myself  the 
pleasure  to  state  to  you  the  case  of  a patient  of 
mine,  who  had  for  many  years  laboured  under  an 
Haemorrhage,  at  which  time,  if  you  remember,  I 
ordered  half  a dozen  bottles  cf  your  Styptic  to 
be  sent  me  at  this  place,  and  promised  to  trans- 
mit you  an  account  of  its  operation  and  success. 
It  is  here  necessary  to  recapitulate  so  much  of 
my  former  letter  as  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the 
case,  and  the  treatment  my  patient  experienced 
previous  to  addressing  you;  which  I will  do  in 
as  few  words  as  possible. 
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The  Gentleman  is  about  forty  ; the  complaint 
more  than  twenty  years  standing,  more  frequent 
and  profuse  for  the  last  five  years.  As  he  resided 
in  London,  the  first  medical  assistance  was  pro- 
cured, and  a regular  plan  of  medicines,  diet  and 
exercise  recommended,  and  strictly  adhered  to ; 
such  as  general  blood-letting,  perpetual  blisters, 
nitre,  vitriolioacid  in  very  large  dofes,  vegetative  re- 
stringents,  a rigid  observance  of  the  antiphlogistic 
regimen,  including  rest  and  cold,  and  opiates  to 
ease  cough  and  procure  sleep,  and  a very  spare 
diet,  of  the  mildest  kind. 

Notwithstanding  these  precautions,  the  bleed- 
ing returned  in  the  spring  of  last  year,  and  con- 
tinued three  or  four  weeks  : and  my  patient  was 
but  just  recovered  and  exchanged  the  air  he  then 
resided  in  for  that  of  Devonshire,  when  the  hae- 
morrhages again  took  place.  The  usual  practice 
was  renewed,  and  continued  for  three  weeks, 
sometimes  with  seeming  benefit,  at  others  the 
blood  flowed  as  free  and  copious  as  ever.  At 
this  time  I writ  you,  saying,  “ The  haemorrhages 
“ had  returned  every  two  or  three  days,  accom- 
“ panied  with  an  haemorrhagic  effort  in  the  ar- 
“ terial  system  ; but  that  effort  was  now  removed; 
“ that  the  pulse  were  low,  and  not  more  than 
“ seventy;  the  tongue  perfectly  clean,  and  the 
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“ mind  tranquil  and  easy;  that  the  flow  of  blood 
“ continued,  though  in  less  quantity.”  You  re- 
commended your  Tincture  to  be  given  to  the 
quantity  of  a table-spoonful  every  sixth  hour  ; to 
keep  the  body  soluble  by  the  sal  amarus ; to  drink 
sparingly;  to  procure  rest  by  an  opiate;  to  give 
occasionally  a glass  of  hock  or  rhenish  wine,  if 
it  did  not  accelerate  the  pulse  to  more  than  one 
hundred;  and  to  keep  the  extremities  particu- 
larly warm.  We  commenced  your  plan,  as  to 
the  Tincture,  keeping  the  extremities  warm,  the 
bowels  soluble,  and  the  sparing  use  of  liquids  ; 
but  as  my  patient  had  totally  given  up  the  use  of 
wine  for  some  years,  we  did  not  think  it  prudent 
to  return  to  it.  I should  have  before  observed, 
that  about  this  time  my  patient  complained  of 
partial  heat  and  redness  in  different  parts,  some- 
times in  one  hand,  then  the  other,  and  the  feet 
remarkably  cold:  his  food  was  a very  few  spoon- 
fuls of  milk  and  bread  in  the  day,  and  that  only. 
As  he  experienced  good  nights,  and  very  little 
cough,  we  omitted  the  opiate.  From  the  time 
he  commenced  the  use  of  the  Styptic,  the  dis- 
charge of  blood  gradually  lessened,  and,  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  remark,  in  a very  different  way  from 
what  had  been  usual  after  the  exhibition  of  styp- 
tics of  the  vitriolic,  nitrous,  or  restringent  kind — 
after  such  a dark-coloured  coagula  constantly 
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formed,  which  was  as  constantly  followed  by  a 
fresh  haemorrhage,  upon  a new  effort  of  the  ar- 
terial system,  as  if  the  mouths  of  the  bleeding 
vessels  had  been  clogged,  without  lessening  their 
diameters  : not  so  in  the  present  instance  ; the 
medicine  and  plan  appear  to  have  restored  tone  to 
the  bleeding  vessels,  lessened  their  diameter,  and 
ultimately  restrained  the  haemorrhage,  evinced  by 
a gradual  diminution  of  the  crassamentum,  and 
a daily  alteration  from  a difcharge  of  blood  to 
that  less  florid  than  of  a pink-colour;  and,  lastly, 
a concocted  spit,  very  inconsiderable  in  quantity. 
This  took  place  in  about  ten  days  after  taking 
the  Styptic.  During  the  month  of  January,  my 
patient  complained  of  pain  in  the  head,  and  when 
engaged  either  in  reading  or  writing,  a confused 
state  of  objects,  and  his  spirits  were  depressed. 
Notwithstanding  the  puke  seemed  to  forbid,  I 
took  off  eight  ounces  of  blood,  and  advised  a very 
mild  diet,  and  totally  to  give  up  animal  food. — 
The  blood  was  very  much  curdled,  and  buffy,  as 
in  a pleuritic  complaint,  and  the  symptoms  were 
removed.  You  will  observe  that  my  patient  has 
a particular  susceptibility  in  the  throat  to  the  ap- 
plication of  spirit,  acids,  aromatics,  or  sweets,  so 
that  on  the  first  application  it  shall  produce  either 
soreness  or  a discharge  of  blood.  It  happened 
that,  being  in  company  a few  days  since,  he  ate 
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some  splnnach  (having  totally  given  up  animal 
food),  in  which  was  a small  quantity  of  pepper, 
which  he  observed,  and  though  he  took  the  most 
trifling  quantity,  the  haemorrhage  returned  during 
the  night,  but,  as  in  the  former  case,  although 
the  flow  was  pretty^considerable  for  a few  mi- 
nutes, it  was  entirely  removed  by  taking  the  Styp- 
tic for  two  days,  and  has  nor  since  returned.  He 
has  been  bled  to  the  quantity  of  fourteen  ounces, 
since  the  last  appearance  of  haemorrhage,  and  the 
blood  was  just  as  before.

Letter  from  the  Nephew  of  the  late  Archbishop 

of  Paris. 

(Translation. ) 

Monsieur  Le  Chevalier, 

I know  not  whether  to  praise  most  the  good- 
ness of  your  heart,  or  the  efficacy  of  yo.ur  Styp- 
tic. I cannot  conceive  how  that  remedy  has 
drawn  me  from  the  gates  of  death  ; and  you  will 
even  be  surprised,  after  reading  the  detail  which 
1 am  about  to  give  you  ot  the  ruined  state  of  my 
health.

It  is  now  eighteen  years  since  I have  embraced 
the  ecclesiastical  state.  I always  laboured  in  my 
ministry  in  such  a manner  as  to  exhaust  my 
health,  but  particularly  for  the  two  years  of  the 
Revolution  preceding  the  banishment  of  the 
Clergy.  I then  laboured  secretly  both  day  and 
night,  to  discharge  the  functions  of  those  who 
had  been  driven  away  by  violence,  or  of  those  to 
whom,  having  forsaken  their  religion,  the  faith- 
ful did  not  chuse  to  address  themselves.  At  the 
end  of  two  years,  I felt  the  symptoms  of  pulmo- 
nary decay.  I came  to  London  in  the  month  of 
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September.  The  fogs  which  ensued,  joined  to 
the  change  of  regimen,  and  the  absence  of  wine, 
dreadfully  heightened  my  disorder.  To  stay  its 
course,  if  possible,  I passed  ovet  in  the  spring  to 
the  Austrian  Low  Countries.  The  change  of 
air  postponed  the  dissolution,  with  which  I was 
threatened  in  London  : but  I still  remained  in  a 
state  of  extreme  languor. 

When  the  Republicans  a second  time  possessed 
themselves  of  those  countries,  I returned  to  Eng- 
land, as  the  country  where  misfortune  found  most 
pity.  The  severe  fogs  of  last  winter  increased 
the  disorder  of  my  lungs,  and  brought  on  bloody, 
slimy,  and  even  purulent  expectorations.  These, 
which  were  abundant  and  almost  incessant,  great- 
ly impaired  my  health  : soon  after  came  on  a 
considerable  degree  of  fever.  The  skilful  phy- 
sician who  attended  me  despaired  of  my  case,  and 
could  do  no  more  than  to  remove  the  fever,  and 
diminish  the  quantity  of  expectorated  matter. — 
This  was  about  seven  months  since.  The  ex- 
pectoration still  continued,  though  in  a less  de- 
gree. When  latterly  I was  attacked  by  a violent 
spitting  of  blood,  which  lasted  four  or  five  days  : 
at  the  end  of  which  I began  to  vomit  both  liquid  and 
coagulated  blood.  This  continued  for  three  days : 
physical  aid  was  vain,  and  my  death  was  hourly 
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expected.  Application  was  then  made  to  you, 
:o  request  the  aid  of  your  Styptic;  it  was  inti- 
el  mated  to  you  at  the  same  time,  that  living  as  I did 
an  the  charity  of  the  nation,  I could  not  afford  to 
aay  for  your  excellent  Medicine.

WOUNDS. 

Take  a sufficient  quantity  of  lint  to  cover  the 
wound,  let  it  be  well  soaked  in  the  Solution  and

lint  being  dipped  into  the  Styptic,  is  to  be  gently 
inserted  into  the  nostril,  and  if  the  bleeding  does 
not  immediately  cease,  a small  quantity  of  the 
Solution  is  to  be  injected  with  a fyringe.

A Letter  from  J O.  Justamond  F.  R S.  Surgeon  to  the  West-

DEAR  SIR, 

In  addition  to  the  account  I have  already  sent  you,  of  the  several 
experiments  I have  made  with  your  Styptic  upon  the  human 
body,  I naw  communicate . what  I have  observed  of  its  effe£l*i 
The  opportunities  that  have  occurred  of  trying  it,  have  been 
enly  two  : the  first  was  in  the  temporal  artery,  just  above-the 
ear,  which  I was  obliged  to  divide  in  removing  a portion  of  the 
scalp,  previous  to  the  application  of  the  trefine  for  a fra&ure  of 
the  scull.  The  artery  in  this  patient  was  very  large,  and  the 
stream  of  blood  issuing  from  it  very  rapid,  and  of  considerable 
diameter,  insomuch  that  I thought  it  a fair  opportunity  of  trying 
the  effefl  of  the  Styptic,  some  of  which  I had  in  the  hospital.  I 
dipped  a small  portion  of  lint  in  it,  and  applying  it  to  the  divided 
artery,  direfted  the  house  surgeon  to  hold  it  on  slightly  with 
his  finger,  while  I proceeded  with  the  operation.  In  a very  few 
minutes  he  removed  his  finger,  and  the  haemorrhage  was  completely 
stopped;  nor  did  it  return  during  the.  rest  of  the  operation,  which 
tasi<Sil  some  time  on  account  of  the  necessity  there  was  of  making 
perforations  in  the  cranium. 

The  next  instance  I tried  it  in  was,  in  an  amputation,  below'  the 
knee,  of  the  leg  of  a strong,  muscular  man,  at  the  Wcstminstet- 
hcipital,  in  the  presence  of  a great  number  of  persons.  Aftor  the 

removal 
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removal  of  the  leg,  1 applied  dossils  of  lint,  dipped  in  the  liquid, 
to  the  large  arteries,  which  bled  very  freely.  I held  them1  on  for 
the  soace  of  five  or  six  minutes  ; after  which,  I began  gradually  and 
carefully  to  soften  the  tourniquet.  The  haemorrhage  appeared  evi- 
dently to  be  restrained,  though  not  .entirely  stopped  ; for  the  blood, 
which  seemed  to  collefl  from  various  small  vessels  of  the  stump, 
only  fell  down  in  drops,  and  those  not  very  frequent,  from  the 
most  depending  part.  When  the  tourniquet  was  quite  loose,  those 
drops,  for  a time,  djid  not  fall  faster  or  thicker,  but  seemed  indeed 
to  be  less  frequent;  so  that  we  had  some  expe&ation  of  being  able 
to  trust  entirely  to  the  application.  But,  after  waiting  some  time, 
as  this  dropping  still  remained,  and  the  man  had  had  a previous 
mortification  in  the  limb,  and  was  therefore  unable  to  bear  even  a 
•small,  accidental  loss  of  blood  so  well  as  a patient  under  other  cir- 
cumstances might  have  done,  I thought  it  prudent  not  to  risque  the 
matter,  but  removed  the  dossils,  aifd  so  tied  up  the  vessels.  Upon 
taking  away  the  dossils,  it  was  a circumstance  proper  to  be  re- 
marked, that  one  of  the  large  branches,  the  anterior  tibial  artery, 
zpprared  perteftly  closed  ; and,  though  excited  to  bleed,  by  rnov-. 
ing  the  end  of  it  to  and  fro  with  tl.c  finger,  yet  it  did  not  yield  any 
blood.

DEAR  SIR,  _ 

On  Saturday  last  I had  another  opportunity  of  trying  your  Styptic 
at  the  Westminster  Hospital.  Having  performed  an  amputation 
below  knee,  and  secured  the  great  vessels  by  ligature,  there  were 
two  or  three  branches  which,  as  it  often  happens,  bled  so  freely, 
that  unless  I had  found  some  means  to  stop  them,  I should  have 
been  obliged  also  to  tie.  I dipped  some  dossils  of  lint  in  your 
Stypticy  and  applying  them  to  the  bleeding  vessels,  held  them  on 
for  the  space  of  a minute  only,  when  the  htemorrhage  was  com- 
pletely stopped,  and  did  not  return,

DEAR  SIR, 

In  the  conversations  we  have  had  together,  on  the  subjeft  of  your 
Styptic.,  you  have  often  mentioned  that  many  persons  have  objected 
to  it  on  the  ground  of  its  doing  nothing  more  than  any  other 
styptics  which  the  faculty  arc  in  possession  of,  and  consequently 
there  was  no  reason  for  giving  it  any  preference.  At  the  same  time, 
you  have  frequently  urged  me  to  give  you  my  opinion  of  this  in 
writing ; which  I do  with  great  readiness,  from  the  observations 
"which  the  frequent  trials  I have  made  with  it  myself,  and  those 
which  I have  seen  made  by  others,  have  suggested  to  me. 

In  order  to  draw  a comparison  between  your  Styptic  and  others, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  institute  a short  inquiry  into  the  nature  and 
yftefts  of  the  styptics  that  are  known  and  in  common  use. 

Most  of  the  liquors,  or  tinftures,  employed  for  the  purpose  of 
stopping  haemorrhages,  are  either  absolutely  caustic,  or  possess  a 
greater  or  less  degree  of  pungency,  which  occasions  considerable 
pain  in  the  application.  The  oil  of  turpentine,  one  of  the  most  ef- 
fectual, and,  at  the  same  time.,  not  the  mo3t  severe,  is  not  exempt 
from  this  defeCl,  of  which  I have  lately  seen  a remarkable  instance. 
Having  performed  the  operation  for  a natural  phymosis,  the  patient, 
about  two  hours  after  I left  him,  was  suddenly  seized  with  a most 
violent  haemorrhage,  of  which  there  was  no  sign  at  the  time  of  the 
operation.  Being  gone  about  my  business,  and  at  some  distance 
from  home,  I could  not  get  information  of  this  accident  till  three 
or  four  hours  after  it  happened.  In  the  mean  while,  the  haemorr- 
hage continued  with  great  violence,  so  as  to  alarm  the  patient,  and 
make  him  very  faint ; he  was  under  the  necessity  of  sending  for  as- 
sistance in  the  neighbourhood.  A gentleman  who  had  been  pupil  tome 
being  called  in,  readily  stopped  the  bleeding*  by  dressing  the  wound 
with  lint  dipped  in  oil  of  turpentine.  When  I called,  about  three 
o’clock,  my  patient  (a  young  man  who  bore  pain  very  well)  com- 
plained of  his  having  been  in  the  most  ex;reme  ago^y and  torture 
for  three  hours  after  the  application,  saying  that  he  had  suffered  in- 
finitely more  than  from  the  operation.  This  pain  had  only  begun 
to  subside  about  half  an  hour  before  I came  ; and  when  I dressed 
him  I was  not  in  the  least  surprised  at  it,  for  the  skin  of  the  pre- 
puce, where-e'ver  this  essential  oil  had  touched  it,  was  much  in- 
flamed, and  full  of  blisters.  The  inference  is  clear  : had  your 
Styptic  been  used,  I am  convinced  it  would  have  restrained  the 
bleeding  as  effeftually,  and  the  natural  anguish  of  the  wound,  lar 
from  being  increased,  would  rather  have  been  relieved  by  it,  as  I 
have  often  happily  experienced. 
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The  chief  solid  substances,  recommended  for  stopping  haemorr- 
hages are  the  agaric  of  the  oak,  dried  sponge,  Favnard’s  powder,  as 
it  is  called,  and  the  Lycoperdon,  or  puff-ball. 

The  two  former  are  of  the  same  nature,  and  though  more  ef- 
feftual  than  any  of  the  known  styptics,  except  the  caustic  or  a&ual 
cautery,  yet  I have  found  a very  material  inconvenience  attending 
the  use  of  them  : this  is,  that  they  stick  so  firmly  to  the  vessels,  and 
for  so  long  a time,  that  they  cannot  be  removed  without  much  pain, 
or  without  endangering  a fresh  haemorrhage.  In  one  instance  of  an> 
amputation  at  the  metatarsus,  where  I had  used  the  sponge,  I re- 
member that  all  the  rest  of  the  wound  was  healed,  except  the  spot 
where  the  sponge  lay ; this  alone  obstructed  the  healing  tor  some 
time,  and  I was  at  length  obliged  to  cut  it  off,  little  by  little,  with 
the  utmost  caution. 

Faynard's  powder,  and  the  Lycoperdon,  I have  tried  frequently, 
and  am  satisfied,  although  they  have  some  astringent  power,  that 
their  efficacy  is  not  equal  to  that  of  your- Styptic. 

Another  obje&ion,  you  tell  me,  made  to  your  Styptic  is,  that  it 
cannot  be  trusted  to  in  the  larger  arteries,  after  amputation.  But 
the  persons  who  raise  this  objeftion  should  recolleCf,  that  we  do 
not  want  it  for  this  purpose.  Let  a styptic  be  ever  so  effeftual,  I 
should  scarce  think  a man  justified  in  trusting  to  it  in  these  in- 
stances, unless  he  staid  himself  with  the  patient,  night  and  day,  for 
three  days  after.  So,  when  I tried  it  in  an  amputation,  it  was 
merely  to  observe  and  to  give  an  account  of  its  effefts;  for  I de- 
clared previously,  whatever  the  result  might  be,  that  I had  deter- 
mined not  to  trust  it.  Besides,  the  present  improved  mode  of  am- 
putating precludes  us  from  using  any  application  to  the  stump,  if  it 
can  possibly  be  avoided.  Farther,  the  large  trunks  of  arteries  in 
any  amputation  are  never  more  than  three;  notwithstanding  which, 
it  frequently  happens,  either  from  the  state  of  the  patient’s  health, 
or  of  his  blood,  or  from  some  other  circumstance,  that  we  are  under 
the  necessity  of  repeating  the  ligature  upon  several  of  the  collateral 
branches ; as  would  have  been  the  case  in  the  instance  I sent  you  an 
account  of  lately,  had  I not  used  your  Styptic.  Now,  a styptic 
which,  after  the  large  arteries  are  secured,  prevents  the  painful  re- 
petition of  the  ligature  upon  the  smaller  branches,  and  stops  the 
bleeding  from  them,  without  causing  the  least  pain,  and  without 
any  subsequent  inconvenience,  is  certainly  a very  valuable  acquisi- 
tion to  mankind,  as  well  as  to  our  art.  Such  I take  your  Styptic 
to  be. 

Moreover,  there  arc  cases  of  haemorrhage  where  the  ligature  can- 
not be  applied.  Such  was  a violent  bleeding  I once  saw  from  the 
corpus  cavcrnosum  penis,  in  consequence  of  its  being  corroded  by  a 
diaucrc.  Neither  oil  of  turpentine,  nor  any  thing  would  do  here, 

except 
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except  the  lunar  caustic,  which  was  not  applied  without  much  pain. 
From  what  I have  seen  of  your  Styptic,  1 am  fully  of  opinion,  that 
it  would  have  answered  the  purpose  in  this  case. 

In  the  operation  of  Lithotomy,  and  in  that  for  the  fistula  in  Ano, 
there  are  frequently  large  vessels  divided,  which  are  not  within 
reach  of  the  ligature,  and  tyhere  the  haemorrhage  sometimes  proves 
fatal.  A styptic  which  will  stop  this  haemorrhage,  without  giving 
pain,  or  iritating  the  parts,  which  in  these  operations  must  be  par- 
ticularly avoided,  is  therefore  a desideratum  in  surgery. 

In  nasal  haemorrhages,  and  in  violent,  and  sometimes  unrestrain- 
able  bleedings  after  the  extraction  of  the  polypus,  a powerful  liquid 
Styptic,  that  shall  aft  without  giving  pain,  or  causing  irritation,  is 
also  a very,  valuable  acquisition. 

It  appears  likewise,  from  some  accounts  sent  to  you  from  good 
authority,  that  your  liquid  has  been  applied  with  safety  and  success, 
as  an  inward  remedy,  in  some  internal  haemorrhages  of  a very 
alarming  nature.  There  is  no  occasion  to  dwell  on  its  pre-eminenic 
to  other  styptics  in  this  respeft.  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  determine 
how  extensive  its  utility  may  prove  in  this  view. — It  will  be  proper 
to  try  it  in  uterine  haemorrhages,  haemoptoes,  dysenteries,  and  in- 
ternal bleedings  of  any  part  from  contusions.  Kow  it  produces  its 
efFeft  in  these  cases,  is  not  easily  ascertained  ; but  fafts  admit  of  no 
dispute. 

Upon  the  whole  then  it  may  fairly  be  concluded,  even  admitting 
that  your  Styptic  cannot  be  trusted  to  in  the  larger  trunks  of  arteries, 
that  it  is  still  very  extensively  useful,  and  preferable  to  any  styptic 
previously  employed ; because  it  gives  no  pain ; because  it  s tree 
from  the  inconveniences  attending  upon  other  styptics  ; because  it 
appears  to  be  more  'powerful  than  most  of  them  ; and  because  it  is 
so  inpoccnt,  that  it  may  be  administered  with  safety  as  an  internal 
remedy. 

1 hope  farther  testimonies  will  confirm  its  numerous  advantages ;

The  Styptic  which  you  sent  me  is  a most  valuable  addition  to  th# 
Materia  Medica.  Mr.  Glover  and  I tried  it  in  an  hoemoptoe, 
on  Mr.  Park,  of  Garlick  Hill,  who  received  immediate  relief  from 
it.  Had  the  blood,  which  he  continually  brought  up  from  his  lungs, 

proceeded 
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I proceeded  merely  from  a ruptured  vessel,  I firmly  believe  ypur 
Styptic  would  have  proved  sufficient ; but  as  there  were  symptoms 
of  an  abscess,  attended  with  a troublesome  cough,  it  became  ne- 
i cessavy  to  apply  other  means  to  remove  those  symptoms,  which  oc- 
I casioned  frequent  icturns  of  the  bleeding. 

From  the  observations  1 have  made  on  the  cffcfb  of  the  Styptic, 

1 in  various  cases,  I apprehend,  that  where  it  may  be  brought  into 
I comaft  with  a wounded  or  ruptured  vessel,  it  will  stop  the  bleeding 
I instantaneously.  In  cases  where  it  can  be  conveyed  by  absorption, 
to  the  affefted  part,  it  will  also  have  an  almost  immediate  efFcdt. 

I was  desired  to  visit  a patient  of  Messeurs  Savage  and  Taylor,  a 
jl  few  weeks  ago,  seized  with  a most  obstinate  haemorrhage  of  the 
| nose.  The  unfortunate  man  had  lost  near  four  quarts  of  blood, 

: and  continued  bleeding  at  such  a rate,  that  a few.  hours  must  have 
ji  put  an  end  to  his  existence.  Every  method  had  been  tried  in  vain. 

; ! I direfted  Mr.  Taylor  to  apply  your  Styptic,  and  make  the  patient 
|l  s snuff  some  of  it  up  his  nostrils.  It  stopt  the  bleeding  in  an  instant, 

• without  any  return  since. 

Give  me  leave  to  conclude  this  letter  with  my  sincere  thanks  for 
K !tne  phial  you  were  so  kind  as  to  give  me  for  my  own  use ; and  witlu 
.observing  that  no  family  ought  to  be  without  so  valuable  a medi- 
al ftine,  in  order  to  have  it  ready  at  hand  against  various  accident* 
n ' which  might  prove  fatal  for  want  of  immediate  assistance. 

It  is  perfe&Iy  safe  as  an  internal  medicine;  and  therefore,  in  all 
U teases  where,  from  any  fall,  bruises,  contusion,  or  any  unknown 
U l cause,  blood  is  brought  up  by  spitting  or  vomiting,  a few  tea. 
|l  t spoonfuls,  taken  every  two,  three,  or  four  hours,  will  certainly 
jl  tprove  elfeflual.  Bloody  stools  might  be  relieved  by  mixing  it  with 
j tdysters. 

All  these  applications  should  be  made  under  the  dire&ion  of  me- 

!j  tlical  prattitioners,  for  fear  of  imprudently  stopping  some  critical 
: evacuations.

* Mr.  Samuel  Gorst,  Chief  Mate  of  the  Goddart,  East  Indiaman, 
iu  consequence  of  a strain,  having  burst  a large  blood-vessel  in  the 
stomach,  was  taken  with  an  incessant  vomiting  of  blood  : the  quan- 
tity, in  less  than  half  an  hour,  exceeded  a gallon.  As  no  time  was 
to  be  lost,  having  half  a phial  of  your  Styptic  left,  I ordered  one 
table  spoonful  to  be  taken  immediately,  after  which  he  brought  up 
one  pint  of  coagulated  blood  ; the  Styptic  was  repeated,  and  the 
bleeding  stopped  ; and,  in  order  to  prevent  a return,  and  to  restore 
the  crasis  of  the  blood,  which  appeared  to  be  in  a dissolved  state*

DEAR  SIR, 

I have  seen  repeatedly  the  effefis  of  your  Styptic  upon  the  di- 
vision of  different  arteries  in  quadrupeds,  and  all  experiments  have 
thus  lar  succeeded  ; and  I am  of  opinion,  from  accurate  observa- 
tions, the  rontra&ive  power  seems  nearly  equal  in  the  animal  and 
human  species  ; therefore  have  tried  it  in  the  following  cases,  which 
are  the  only  ones  but  of  many  worthy  your  attention.  The  first  i» 
a poor  man  at  an  alehouse  having  given  some  provocation  to  a girl 
who  drew  beer  there,  and  having  an  empty  porter-pot  in  her  hand, 
instantly  struck  him  on  the  side  of  the  head,  which  divided  the 
temporal  artery  just  above  the  ear.  The  man  who  came  for  me 
said  he  was  bleeding  violently  ; of  course  took  some  of  the  liquid 
Styptic,  which,  after  removing  such  applications  the  people  of  the 
house  had  procured,  all  which  seemed  to  have  no  efledl,  I cleared 
every  thing  away,  and  sponged  the  wound  clean  ; then  applied  the 
Styptic,  imbrued  with  dossils  of  lint,  and  in  four  minutes  the 
bleeding  ceased.  I applied  some  dressings,  and  confined  the  whole 
in  with  a bandage,  and  it  never  bled  afterwards.  It  may  be  no  (1 
essary  to  mention,  the  quantity  of  blood  lost  previous  to  my  at-  U 
tccndancc  was  at  least  a quart.

* His  brother  yesterday  (May  13,  1787)  told  Mr.  Ruspini,  that 
recent  letters  from  India  inform  him  that  lie  has  had  no  return  of 
his  haemorrhage,  and  that  he  continues  in  the  most  perfeft  health* 
smd  is  soon  expetted  home. 
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frftlv  sound,  as  with  any  other  vulnerary.  Another  case  that  oo 
curred,  which  I will  give  you  a recital  of,  is  of  an  uterine  haemorr- 
hage, which  had  continued  upon  a poor  woman  for  five  months, 
who  had  tried  a number  of  remedies  without  effeft.  The  discharge, 
at  times,  was  so  great,  that  she  fainted  several  times  a day:  having 
tried  bark,  and  other  medicines  of  the  styptic,  and  cold  bath,  &c. 
ventured  upon  twenty  drops  of  your  Styptic  internally.  Not 
knowing  at  that  time  it  had  been  thus  taken,  she  seemed  to  say  she 
found  no  inconvenience  from  it,  therefore  she  took  the  above  quan- 
tity every  four  hours  in  red  rose  tea  ; the  haemorrhage  ceased,  and 
in  six  or  seven  days  she  recovered.  If  any  more  of  these  cases  oc- 
cur, I shall  think  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  event,  let  it  prove 
for  or  against,  as  no  medicine  has  yet  been  found  infallible.  This 
fins  thus  far  claimed  some  merit,  and  hope,  by  pursuing  it  with  at-

BEAR  SIR-, 

The  following  case  occurred  to  me  about  two  months  ago : no- 
thing but  the  hurry  of  business  should  have  prevented  me  from 
communicating  it  to  you  much  sooner. 

A poor  woman  living  at  Winchmore  Hill,  at  the  distance  of 
about  two  miles,  being  advised  to  shew  me  a very  deep  ulcer 
which  she  had  on  the  interior  part  of  the  left  leg,  came  to  South- 
gate  for  that  purpose  in  a cart ; and  in  stepping  out  of  it,  she  rup- 
tured, in  the  centre  of  die  ulcer,  a branch  of  the  interior  tibial  ar- 
tery, if  not  the  trunk  itself;  for  the  stream  of  blood  was  as  large  as 
any  I had  ever  seen  in  amputation.  When  I was  called  down  to 
the  woman,  I found  h^r  fainting  and  bleeding  very  fast.  I then 
compressed  the  bleeding  orifice  with  my  finger,  while  I desired 
twenty  drops  of  your  Liquid  Styptic  to  be  dropped  on  a piece  of 
lint,  which  I applied,  holding  it  on  with  my  finger.  In  two  mi- 
nutes the  bleeding  was  entirely  stopped  ; and  in  about  half  an  hour, 
the  woman  having  recovered  from  her  fainting,  returned  home 
with  the  same  dossil  of  lint  secured  by  bandages.  The  motion  of 
the  cart  had  no  effeft  in  renewing  the  ha:morrhagc,  which  never  re- 
turned. The  quantity  of  blood  she  lost  in  my  house  amounted  to 

five 
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five  pints,  beside  what  was  lost  at  the  gate,  and  in  bringing  her  from 
the  cart,  which  stood  at  the  distance  of  fifteen  yards.  The  ulcer 
healed  in  about  three  weeks  after.

OSAR  SIR, 

The  two  following  cases  hare  occurred  since  I addressed  you 
last ; in  which  your  Styptic  has  succeeded.  The  first  was  in  the 
month  of  June  last:  an  inhabitant  of  Southgate,  a lady  aged  seventy 
or  upwards,  was  taken  with  a violent  fit  of  coughing  after  dinner, 
very  sick  at  stomach,  and  was  some  time  before  she  could  discharge 
the  load  she  felt;  when  upon  taking  a pint  of  warm  water,  had  the 
desired  effedl,  and  vomited  a large  quantity  of  blood,  and  continued 
to  discharge  the  same  every  time  the  cough  returned.  She  had  no 
cough  before  the  evening  she  was  in  this  alarming  state  ; therefore  I 
conclude  the  cough  spasmodic,  to  throw  off  the  blood  that  op- 
pressed her.  I was  from  home,  and  was  sent  for  to  her ; I took 
some  of  the  Styptic  with  me,  and  gave  her  a desert  spoonful  in  w:a- 
ter;  the  cough  did  not  return  so  frequent,  and  though  she  raised 
blood  often,  in  two  hours  time  it  dfminished  greatly. 

She  was  low  from  the  loss  of  blood  ; and  for  fear  she  should  not 
have  the  Styptic  regularly  given,  I mixed  up  in  the  form  of  draughts 
the  same  quantity  of  Styptic  as  at  first  prescribed  to  an  ounce  or 
more  of  simple  cinnamon-water,  and  ordered  her  to  take  one  every 
four  hours.  The  next  morning  at  nine  o’clock  I saw  her  ; and 
upon  enquiry  she  told  me,*  she  had  discharged  nothing  the  least 
tinged  with  blood  after  three  o’clock  that  morning  ; her  pulse  was 
then  about  seventy;  no  sickness,  and  the.  cough  had  intirely  left  her. 
I visited  her  only  twice  after ; she  has  had  no  symptoms  of  that 
complaint  since  ; and  she  has  travelled  a very  long  journey,  and  re- 
turned to  Southgate.  The  name  of  the  lady  is  Gaywood. 

Odfober  the  1st.  Mrs.  Lucas  in  this  neighbourhood,  from  what 
cause  I know  not,  but  some  years  ago  was  troubled  with  fits.  She 
was  suddenly  seized  with  a violent  hxmorrhage  from  the  nose,  sa 
much  as  to  produce  faintings  ; those  about  her  had  tried  every  me- 
thod they  knew  of,  but  the  bleeding  continued  as  violent  as  ever. 
I went,  and  applied  the  Styptic  upon  lint  up  the  right  nostril  ; the 
ieft  then  began  bleeding,  and  I did  the  same  to  it ; and  in  two  mi- 
nutes 
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■outes  it  intirely  stopped.  She,  two  days  after,  had  a slight  return ; 
she  made  use  of  the  same  application,  and  it  ceased  as  betore ; has 
had  no  return  since  These  two  cases,  I think,  tend  to  corroborate 
the  success  of  this  discovery,  so  useful  to  mankind  in  all  the  trials  I 
have  hitherto  made  of  it ; and  I d^ubt  not  in  time  it  will  become  a 
valuable  acquisition  to  the  practice  of  surgery  in  general.

DEAR.  SIR, 

I should  esteem  myself  unworthy  of  your  future  friendship, 
were  I to  omit  any  opportunity  of  informing  you  of  the  singular 
efficacy  of  your  Styptic,  in  a case  which  I have  the  honour  of 
communicating.

SIR, 

At  different  periods,  for  years  past,  I have  been  troubled  with  a 
■bleeding  at  the  nose  ; an  hasmorrhage  from  that  part,  always  dis- 
tressing, was  the  more  so  to  me,  as  it  generally  came  on  when  I sat 
at  tabic.  I have  used  various  applications,  but  to  little  or  no 
effed. 
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A few  weeks  since,  in  company  with  Mr.  Boys,  a medical  gen- 
tleman of  reputation  in  Berner-street,  I related  to  him  my  case  ; he 
desired,  when  the  haemorrhage  returned,  I would  have  immediate 
recourse  to  Mr.  Ruspini’s  Styptic  Water.

DEAR  SIR, 

I know  not  if  any  case  similar  to  the  one  I am  about  to  relate,  has 
occurred  to  you  or  your  friends,  where  your  Styptic  Water  proved 
a remedy  ; indeed,  whatever  your  private  opinion  may  be,l  do  not 
know  that  you  have  once  hinted  to  the  public  its  possessing  a pro- 
perty which,  as  far  as  one  instance  can  go,  it  apparently  does. 

I was  induced  to  apply  the  Styptic  in  this  case  from  a considera- 
tion, that,  if  it  had  the  power  to  stop  the  blood  in  vessels  of  a large 
diameter,  it  must  evidently  produce  the  same  efieCt  in  smaller  , and 
though  the  present  case  is  not  so  similar,  that  a postulatum  can  be 
drawn,  yet  the  bloody  pus  in  the  pimples,  aud  the  many  small  ra- 
in ificatory  branches  of  the  vessels  which  produce  it,  seemed  to 
Point  out  the  Styptic  as  a remedy. 

In  faft,  the  pus,  or  sanies,  itself  appears  to  me,  in  these  eruptions, 
to  be  nothing  more  than  the  eroded  cxtremctics  of  the  cuticular  ves- 
k scls 
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*rls  letting  out  their  contents  ; and  these,  confined  by  the  cuticle, 
are  converted  into  matter,  by  a process  1 do  not  pretend  to  define, 
but  the  erfeft  of  which  is  demonstrated  daily,  by  the  unhappy  ex- 
perience of  those-  whose  misfortune  it  is  to  be  in  a similar  situation 
with  the  subjeft  of  this  letter. 

I am  well  aware  that  ot’n  r styptics,  heretofore  recommended  by 
their  respective  advocates  on  the  same  principle,  may  have  produced 
the  same  effeft;  but,  when  we  consider  that  the  major  part  of  them 
aft  only  as  stropg  astringents,  however  unnecessary^  to  the  medical 
reader,  it  is  of  the  last  consequence  to  the  sufferer,  to  inform  him 
how  highly  detrimental  it  may  be  to  apply  an  astringent  medicine 
to  an  eruption;  that  very  eruption  being  an  effort  of  nature  to  get 
rid  of  a matter  offensive  to  itself. 

Your  Styptic  Water  having  (in  the  usual  acceptation  of  the  word) 
no  astringent  property;  at  least  I know  of  none  it  has;  is  free, 
therefore,  from  any  objeftions  of  this  kind  ; how  it  afts  I will  not 
pretend  to  say  : I am  not  fond  of  theory,  or  indeed  capable  of  ac- 
counting for  the  eftefts  of  medicines  ; I know  that  certain  drugs 
have  certain  operations  evident  to  our  senses’.  Your  Styptic  in  tlte 
following  case  effefted  a cure. 

A young  lady  between  17  and  18  years  of  age  was  placed  under 
my  care  for  a tumor  in  her  left  breast,  caused  by  the  blow  of  a 
school-fellow,  and  which  had  resisted  the  usual  mode  of  domestic 
treatment;  had  also  what  is  generally  called  a pimpled  face : I or- 
dered what  I thought  proper  for  the  swelling  in  her  breast ; which 
in  a month  was  so  small-  as  scarcely  to  be  felt.

In  the  evening  I was  sent  for  to  a poor  woman  of  George-street, 
Queen- Ann- street,  East,  who,  in  consequence  of  violent  exertion, 
laboured  under  a profuse  haemorrhage  per  Vaginaxn. 
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I prescribed  what  is  usual,  and  ordered  her  not  to  leave  her  bed 
on  any  account ; she  ncglefted  my  advice,  and  in  the  morning  early 
I was  agam  called  ; when  the  discharge  had  run  through  the  bed, 
and  a quantity  of  blood  lay  underneath. 

£ I sem  home  for  your  Styptic,  and  with  a syringe  injected  half  an 
ounce  ; in  ten  minutes,  as  much  more.  The  flooding  gradually  de- 
creased, and  at  night  had  altogether  ceased.

1 do  not  recot  left  one  instance  in  the  account  of  your  Styptic, 
where  its  application  was  more  strongly  marked  with  success,  than 
in  the  following  case. 

John  Lambert,  a shipwright,  of  North  Fleet  in  Kent,  received  a 
wound  on  the  superior  part  of  the  tib  a,  which  penetrated  to  the 
bone,  and  opened  a branch  of  the  tibialis  antica  ; after  many  appli- 
cations had  been  unsuccessfully  tried  to  stop  the  bleeding,  and  full 
five  hours  after  the  accident  happened,  I was  sent  for.

John  Grover,  a tide-waiter  belonging  to  the  customs,  applied  for 
my  advice,  concerning  a tumor  in  .his  mouth.  On  e, conciliation,  I 
found  large  excrescence,  arising  from  the  exterior  gums  of  the  left 
side  of  the  lower  jaw  : its  baiS  comprehended  the  three  middle 
dentes  molares,  but  its  body  extended  the  length  of  the  live,  and  it 
was  three  parts  of  an  inch  thick.  It  had  been  ten  years  arriving  at 
this  size,  and  during  the  last  two  had,  at  times,  been  the  source  of 
very  great  distress.  , 

Extirpation  was  reedmmended,  and  at  length  agreed. to.,  The 
tumor  was  carefully,  though  with  some  difficulty,  disunited  from 
the  gums  ; and  proved  of  a very  finn  cartilaginous  consistence, 
interspersed  with  a bony  substance.  In  the  operation,  the  artery 
which  nourished  the, tumor  was  divided,  and  threw  out  its  contents 
in  a continued  stream  : I mentioned  this  to  my  friend  Dr.  Buys, 
who  happened  to  be  with  me,  as  a fair  case  to  make  trial  of  your 
Styptic  in,  and  he  coincided  in  my  opinion.  The  liquid  was  there- 
fore applied  according  to  the  directions,  the  bleeding  immediately 
stopped,  and  the  wound  healed  without  further  assistance. 


Stubbs,  a lad  about  fifteen  years  old,  in  corking  a bottle 

improperly,  broke  it,  and  cut  his  hand  ; a violent  and  profuse  haemorr- 
hage ensued,  which,  by  lint,  flour,  and  tight  bandag",  was  several  tinier 
moderated,  but  never  entirely  stopped.  • At  the  expiration  of  three 
hours  the  bleeding  returned  as  violently  as  at  first : the  dressings 
v/erc  then  removed,  and  the  lad  declares  the  blood  flew  upwards  of 
a yard  from  him.  I was  now  sent  for,  and  my  assistant  attended 
in  rfiy  abs-mcc  ; he  applied  some  lint  moistened  with  the  Styptic, 
and, the  bleeding  instantly  ceased.  , 

The  wound  was  inflitbed  on  that  part  of  the  hand  where  the 
thumb  forms  th-  joint  with  the  bones  of  the  wrist,  and  the  radial 
artery  was  wounded  about  an  inch  below  the’spot  where  wc  exa- 
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mine  the  pulse.  It  is  usual,  I believe,  for  the  artery  near  this  place 
to  give  off  only  a branch  to  the  abdudtor  pollicis ; but  it  often  hap- 
pens (and  it  is  so  in  a preparation  I have  now  before  me)  that,  in- 
stead meiely  of  giving  oft  a branch,  it  divides  into  two  equal  por- 
tions : from  the  quantity  of  blood  that  was  lost,  the  large  stream  it 
poured  out  in,  and  the  length  of  time  the  bleeding  continued,  not- 
withstanding the  means  that  were  used,  I have  little  doubt  but  that 
this  was  one  of  those  cases ; however,  whether  it  was  or  was  not, 
the  faft  is  clear,  that  an  artery  of  some  considerable  size  was 
wounded,  and  that  the  bleeding  was  stopped  by  the  Styptic  alter 
compression  had  been  used  in  vain. 


William  Lowe,  a hearty,  strong,  young  fellow,  about  seventeen 
years  of  age,  by  a fall  on  board  a ship  received  two  wounds  on  the 
head,  which  penetrated  to  the  bone.  Symptoms  indicating  a com- 
pressed state  of  the  brain  soon  came  on  ; and  when  bleedings,  purg- 
atives, and  sudorifics,  had  in  vain  been  had  recourse  to,  I was  con- 
sulted. There  was  no  time  to  be  lost  in  applying  the  trephine,  and 
a piece  of  the  skull  was  therefore  instantly  removed.  One  opening 
not  being  sufficient,  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  the  wound  in  the 
scalp,  to  make  room  for  another  : in  doing  of  which,  one  artery  in 
particular  was  divided  ; which  it  was  necessary  to  secure  immedi- 
ately) as  the  patient  was  evidently  much  too  low  to  bear  even  a 
very  trifling  additional  loss  of  blood.  I thought  this  a very  unfair 
case  to  use  the  Styptic  in,  as  there  was  no  opportunity  of  confining  v 
it  to  the  part,  even  for  a minute,  and  therefore  intended  to  use  the 
ligature;  but  as  I wished  to  observe  the  astringent  eftefts  of  the  li- 
quid, independent  of  compression,  I determined  to  make'the  trial ; 
and  if  it  did  not  succeed  immediately, 'to  take  the  artery  up  with 
the  needle.  A piece  of  lint  well  moistened  in  the  Styptic  was  then 
laid  on  the  part;  and  being  retained  about  half  a minute,  the  ef- 
fusion almost  immediately  ceased  ; nor  did  it  return,  although  the 
lint  was  soon  removed,  and  the  part  frequently  and  severely  rubbed 
bv  the  violeiit  exertions  of  the  patient.

was.  a considerable  time  before  I could  possibly  get  there ; when, 
from  information,  and  from  what  1 saw,  he  could  not  have  vomited 
less,  if  so  little  as  six  quarts  of  blood,  and  was  still  vomiting  up 
more.  I immediately  gave  him  two  tea  spoonfuls  of  your  Styptic, 
which  kept  down  about  ten  minutes,  when  he  vomited  up  some 
more  blood  (which  was  altered  in  colour  to  that  of  chocolate)  with, 
some  coagula.  I instantly  gave  him  two  tea  spoonfuls  more,

Having  been  witness  to  the  best  efFefts  from  the  use  of  your 
Styptic  in  internal  bleedings  (particularly  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Park, 

of  Garlick  Hill)  I gave  it  to  a young  lady,  Miss  S- , of  Chester, 

for  a disorder  which  was  supposed  to  arise  trom  some  ruptured 
blood-vessel? in  the  stomach.  The  lady,  who  was  about  twenty- 
two  years  old,  had,  for  upwards  of  eight  months,  thrown  up,  gene- 
rally twice  a week,  from  three  to  six  ounces  of  blood,  which  re- 
duced her  to  a very  low  state. 

When  I saw  her  for  the  first  time,  the  13th  of  August  last,  she 
had,  by  the  advice  of  her  physician,  taken,  lor  about  ten  days,  small 
quantities  of  the  luiffurd  Saturni/ia-,  which  at  first  seemed  to  relieve 
her;  at  length  produced  violent  vomitings,  which  were  accompa- 
nied with  several  ounces  of  florid  blood,  and  seemed  > to  convulse 
her  in  a very  dangerous  manner.  In  this  situation  1 gave  her  a tea 
spoonful  of  your  Solution  every  half-hour  for  three  hours;  in  which

»ie reliant,  at  Wighton,  in  Cheshire.  This  young  man  returned

from  sea  in  the  summer  of  1785,  with  a rupture  of  a blood-vessel' 
in  the  stomach  ; which  brought  on  a dropsy,  for  which  he  was 
tapped  seven  or  eight  times. 

The  last  operation  seemed  to  relieve  him  exceedingly  ; but  some 
time-after,  on  riding  on  horseback,  he  was  again  attacked  with  a 
violent  bleeding. from  the  stomach ; which  continued  till  the  next 
day,  when  it  terminated  with  his  existence. 

I only  mention  the  case  of  this  unfortunate  youth,  as  from  the 
success  your  medicine,  to  my  knowledge,  has  had  in  a similar  case,. 
I think  it  would  certainly  have  prevented  his  dissolution.

phalanx,  about  three  months  before,  on  the  coast  of  Guinea;  but 
being  scorbutic,  the  skin  had  retraced,  and  the  end  of  the  stump 
was  covered  with  fungus  of  a cartilaginous  hardness,  investing  the 
artery. 

On  the  aith  of  April,  I amputated  within  the  skin,  sawing, 
through  the  second  phalanx.  The  blood  gushed  out  in  a stream 
nearly  the  size  of  a crow  quill,  to  the  distance  of  ten  feet ! I applied 
a small  dossil  of  lint  wet  with  the  Styptic  to  the  moi.uh  of  the  artery,, 
which  my  assistant  retained,  whilst  I took  a second  dossil  from  a 
small  portion  of  the  solution  in  a saucer  behind  rile;  on  turning  my 
back  to  apply  it,  I found  the  bleeding  was  already  intirely  stopped  !• 
You  can  hardly  conceive  an  adequate  idea  of  my  surprize  on  this. 
Uncxpc£ted  event. 


CASE. 
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CASE  II, 

Richard  ' Bilby,  received  into  this  hospital  ist  .August,  1781-, 
from  his  Majesty’s  ship  Ardent,  had  venereal  tumours  in  succession, 
on  each  side  of  the  os  frontis,  on  the  head  of  the  radius  and  ulna, 
corroding  the  skin  with  a caries  of  the  bones.  In  the  April  follow- 
ing the  tibia  became  affoftrd,  attended  with  a profuse  hcemorrhage 
from  the  arteries  between  both  that  and  the  fibula.  Your  Styptic 
was  used  here  with  the  greatest  epr'eft  ; and  the  patient  was  dis- 
charged in  good  health  the  July  following. 

CASE  i’ll, 

John  Langton,  a seaman,  was  received  into  this  hospital,  13  Feb. 
1786-  The  third  phalanx  of  the  third  toe  was  laid  bare  its  whole 
length  by  a hurt  in  the  month  of  May,  1785  ; half,  the'thickness  of 
the  bone  exfoliated,  considerable  haemoirhages  followed,  which 
stopped  immediately  on  the  application  of  your  Styptt^* 

This  man  was  afflifted  with  epilepsy  ; in  the  fits  he  ofuized  the 
toe,  and  bled  again  several  times.  The  Styptic,  on  these  occasions, 
was  always  used  with  success  ; and  he  was  discharged  perfeftly 
cured,  1 jth  August  last. 

CASE  IY. 

James  Warnock,  a seaman,  aged  58  years,  was  received  into  the 
hospital,  May  25,  1786,  from  his  Majesty’s  ship  Pegase.  In  the 
night  of  the  2 4.th  he  had  been  attacked  by  three  men,  who  knocked 
him  down  with  large  rough  flints  tied  in  handkerchiefs,  and  cruelly 
beat  him  afterwards  in  Lhc  face  and  breast.  The  superior  and  ex- 
ternal part  of  the  os  frontis  v/as  fra&ured,  and  a piece  12-10  by  8-10 
depressed  about  half  the  thickness  of  the  bone  at  the  edges,  with  a 
fissure  through  its  middle,  where  it  was  bent  down  the.  whole 
thickness  of  the  skull,  and  a small,  acute,  angled  part  of  the  inner 
table  bent  off  and  forced  into  the  brain,  particles  of  which  lay  on 
the  hair,  with  blood  from  an  artery  on  the  dura  mater  which  was 
wounded  by  the  splinter 

Over  the  right  eye  was  a large  ragged  wound,  with  the  external 
table  beat  into  the  frontal  sinus  (whence  I extracted  five  small  pieces 
of  bone)  and  two  fissures  running  into  the  superior  part  of  the  orbit 
of  the  eye. 

In  removing  the  scalp  from  both  fraftures,  the  needle  was  ren- 
dered useless  by  the  Styptic. 

The  patient  had  bled  profusely  before  Mr.  Hedington,  surgeon 
of  the  Pegase,  saw  him  and  stopped  the  haemorrhage  ; hut  so  soon 
as  the  trephine  a£ted  on  the  depressed  bone,  the  blood  flowed  again 
. so 
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sa  Freely,  that  I thought  he  would  expire  before  I could  remove  it. 
When  that  was  accomplished,  the  blood  continued  to  flow  froln 
under  the  edge  of  the  firm  bone,  till  the  Styptic  was  applied,  and 
direftly  stopped  it.  On  the  28th  in  the  morning  the  pulse  sunk, 
rigors  and  delirium  came  on,  and  he  expired  on  the  2gth,  114  hours 
alter  the  injury. 

C A S E V. 

Isaac  Kettle,  seaman,  aged  twenty-two,  was  received  in  the 
hospital  18th  July  1787,  from  Jiis  Majesty’s  ship  Mediator,  for  the 
cure  of  a schirrous  testicle,  occasioned  by  a fall  in  the  month  of  April 
before. 

The  disease  was  rapidly  advancing  to  a carcinoma  when  I extir- 
pated, on  the  20th  of  August,  having  laid  bare  the  spermatic  chord 
Irom  the  abdominal  ring  to  the  enlarged  scrotum.  I found  I had  not 
room  to  divide  the  chord  first ; therefore  was  under  the  necessity 
of  dissecting  upwards  ; and  in  this  was  greatly  incommoded  by  the 
bleeding  of  gn  artery  leading  to  the  integuments  of  the  penis , till  a 
dossil  steeped  in  the  Styptic  intirely  prevented  further  interrup- 
tions. 


CASE  VI. 

John  Davy,  a seaman,  received  from  his  Majesty’s  ship,  Salis- 
bury, 16th  June,  1786,  had  a complicated  frafture  of  the  first  and 
second  phalanx  of  ihe  fore  finger,  with  violent  inflammation  ex- 
tending up  the  arm.  He  was  of  a scorbutic  diathesis. 

On  the  13th  of  September  the  finger  was  removed  at  the  articula- 
tion with  the  metacarpus.  On  dividing  the  integuments  between 
the  fingers,  ah  artery  was  cut  through  obliquely,  so  that  an  oval  ori- 
fice presented,  and  the  blood  gushed  out  with  such  force  as  to  wet 
my  shirt  within  my  coat  sleeve  to  the  elbow.  However  in- 
convenient the  needle  would  have  been  in  a part  like  this,  it  must 
have  been  used,  had  not  your  Styptic  answered  my  expectations, 
and  completely  stopped  the  effusion.

P.  S.  In  consequence  of  the  great  effefls  from  these  trials  of  the 
Styptic,  I made  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Sick  and  Hurt  for 
Haslar Hospital  to  be  supplied  with  it  ; which,  1 have  the  pleasure  to 
acquaint  you,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  readily  granted. 
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DEAR  SIR, 

Your  favour  of  the  25th  gave  me  particular  pleasure,  because  I 
Relieve  that  the  Royal  Artillery,  from  the  nature  of  their  service, 
must  give  Mr.  Irwin  frequent  occasions  to  apply  your  Styptic;  and 
that  the  universal  esteem  which  that  corps  possess,  will  cause  more 
attention  to  be  paid  to  his  report  of  it,  both  by  people  of  con- 
sequence and  by  the  profession,  and  render  its  great  utility  more 
■universally  known.  I greatly  long  to  hear  from  India,  and  hope 
the  faculty  there  will  give  it  fa  r trials ; then  I doubt  not  but  their 
report  will  convince  the  Directors  that  they  have  bestowed  a bless- 
ing upon  the  Company’s  Soldiers  and  Servants  in  this  part  of  the 
-world. 

The  seamen  of  his  Majesty’s  ships  which  come  to  this  port  have 
lately  been  so  fortunate,  that  of  420  surgery  patients  received  into 
this  hospital  since  October,  only  two  cases  of  any  consequence  oc- 
curred, in  which  I had  recourse  to  it ; and  neither  of  these  were  ca- 
pital, though  one  was  of  such  a nature  as  pi  oves  that  the  Solution 
will  stop  bleeding  in  every  case,  when  it  is  properly  applied  ; and 
the  other  leads  me  to  believe,  that  it  will  prove  to  be  a very  useful 
•application  in  other  circumstances. 

On  the  27th  of  January,  1787,  Grenville  Martin  was  sent  to  this 
hospital,  from  his  Majesty's  ship  the  Leander;  by  falling  on  his 
breast  a considerable  height,  he  was  seized  with  an  haemorrhage 
from  the  naval,  which  had  the  appearance  of  a deep  ulcer,  about  the 
tize  of  half  a crown  ; though  the  blood  oozed  from  invizible  points 
in  the  ulcer,  their  number  discharged  an  alarming  quantity  of  ar- 
terial blood,  especially  as  proper  means  had  been  used  in  vain  be- 
fore I saw  him.  He  informed  me  that  he  had  been  subjedl  to  um- 
bilical haemorrhages  from  his  birth,  it  being  occasioned  by  the  care- 
lessness of  the  midwife  ; in  his  youth  his  life  had  frequently  been  in 
danger  from  it;  but  that  since  he  arrived  at  man’s  estate  it  had  never 
returned,  but  on  exerting  his  utmost  strength  ; and  that  it  had  never 
been  so  as  at  this  time.  Not  being  able  to  distinguish  the  mouths 
of  the  bleeding  vessels,  I had  little  expectation  of  sudden  success; 
However,' I filled  the  cavity  with  dossils  of  lint  wet  with  your 
Stvptic  Solution,  with  gentle  pressure  and  retentive  bandage.  The 
dressings  remained  on  three  days,  when  there  was  not  the  least  ap- 
pearance of  blood. 

Peter  Burges  was  received  on  the  13th  of  January,  1787,  from  his 
Majesty’s  ship  the  Myrmidon,  lor  the  cure  of  the  scurvy,  having  like- 
wise a truly  scorbutic  ulcer  on  his  inner  ancle,  which  had  been  injured 
in  aftton  in  the  late  war.  Notwithstanding  the  regimen,  medicines, 
and  applications  usually  employed  with  success  in  that  disease,  the 
•ulcer  became  larger,  and  a part  ol  the  cartilage  cast  oil  Irom  the 
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of  the  tibia,  the  edges  of  the  ulcer  were  swelled  and  inverted,  and 
at  every  dressing  a large  coagulum  of  black,  putrid  blood  covered 
the  whole  sore,  and  the  discharge  of  bloody  sanies  through  the 
dressings  was  more  profuse  than  I judged  his  strength  could  sup- 
port much  longer ; about  a week  ago  I dressed  the  whole  ulcer 
with  lint  moistened  in  the  Styptic.  The  good  e Hefts  of  this  one 
dressing  far  exceeded  my  expectation,  for  the  discharge  has  been 
good  pus  ever  since,  and,  from  the  present  appearance,  I have  no 
doubt  of  saving  the  limb. 

As  I intend  to  send  a bottle  with  a pamphlet  to  a pupil  of  mine, 
now  settled  at  Newfoundland,  I take  the  liberty  to  beg  a double  set 
of  the  sheets  of  your  new  edition,  after  page  1 10,  ol  the  last,  and 
that  you  will  be  pleased  to  forward  them  by  the  post,  one  sheet 
under  each  cover.

SIR, 

Were  I to  omit  doing  justice  to  that  invaluable  remedy,  of  which 
you  have  been  the  happy  discoverer,  and  what  is  ultimately  calcu- 
lated to  supersede  those  dangers  arising  from  haemorrhages  in  ge- 
neral ; whether  from  disease,  accident,  or  even  in  most  chirurgical 
operations  ; I might  justly  reproach  myself  with  being  divested  of 
the  common  feelings  of  humanity  to  mankind,  and  ingratitude  to 
my  Creator. 

A worthy  gentleman  of  my  acquaintance,  much  subjeft  to  ex- 
peftorations  of  blood  from  the  lungs,  independent  of  any  im- 
posthumations,  and  at  one  time  reduced  to  a very  low  state,  but  was 
perfcftly  recovered  by  the  skill  of  an  eminent  physician  in  this 
neighbourhood,  was  the  first  who  made  me  acquainted  with  the  use 
and  virtues  of  your  excellent  Styptic. 

And  with  pleasure  I can  assure  you,  that  since  his  using  it  he  has 
experienced  such  salutary  effefts,  by  doses  of  a tea-spoonful  now 
and  then,  that  his  complaint  has  always  been  kept  entirely  under 
even  by  a single  dose,  and  seldom  more  than  two ; for  whenever  it 
makes  its  appearance,  which  it  has  done  pretty  often,  he  is  sure  to 
find  the  remedy  in  the  use  of  your  Styptic.

" For  when  it  is' considered,  it  is  almost,  if  not  altogether  (I  mean 
its  taste)  divested  of  astringency,  pungency,  or  what  is  called  stimilus., 
its  effects  are  the  more  estimated. 

Who  in  the  world  could  ever  imagine  that  a liquid,  transparent 
and  almost  insipid  fluid,  of  a curious  flavour,  should  exert  such 
wonderful  effefts  ; this  is  what  excites  our  astonishment  and  ad- 
miration, and  leaves  the  mind  in  a perplexing,  yet  pleasing  laby- 
rinth. Here  methinks  I have  been  tedious,  and  must  proceed  to 
relate  you  a case  wherein  its  external  effefts  were  clearly  shewn. 

An  old  man,  aged  70  or  upwards,  applied  to  me  for  the  cure  of 
n large  excrescence  on  his  under  lip,  of  the  cancerous  kind.  I tried 
several  applications  for  some  time,  but  without  effeft : the  opera- 
tion of  extirpation  being  resolved  on,  I performed  it  in  the  presence 
of  Mr  Akcnhead,  a Surgeon  of  eminence  here,  and  some  other  gen- 
tlemen The  surface,  after  the  operation  was  performed,  was  nearly 
an  inch  and  a half  ; the  vess9ls  (as  in  cases  of  this  sort)  were  par- 
ticularly enlarged ; of  course  the  haemorrhage  was  very  profuse  ; 
and  the  blood  flowed  with  great  velocity  to  a considerable  distance, 
and  issued  out  of  several  of  the  smaller  vessels  ; a single  piece  of  thin 
lint  was  dipped  in  the  Styptic,  and  applied  to  the  surface  pressed  on 
for  one  minute,  or  very  little  more,  and  then  the  haemorrhage  ceased; 
and  what  increased  my  astonishment  the  more  was,  that  he.fe It  no 
tain  from  its  application;  and  notwithstanding  the  old  fellow 
laughed  at  something  very  heartily  that  had  been  said  at  the  time, 
yet  no  appearance  of  blood  followed;  and  I believe  he  never  hin- 
dered himself  from  talking  at  all. 

I have  every  reason  to  exped  success  from  the  operation  ; and 
ran  assure  you  that  he  is  far  from  pain;  and  little  or  no  infiamma- 
Sm  has  appeared,  as  the  operation  was  performed  but  yesterday.

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The  following  important  cases  ate  communicated 
by  J ames  Irwin,  Esq.  Surgeon-general  of  the  Royal 
Hospital  at  Woolwich,  and  the  Royal  Artillery. 


Royal  Hospital,  Woolwich,  June  9 th,  1787. 


SIR, 

It  gives  ms  singular  satisfaction  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  com- 
rnianicate  to  you  the  following  intelligence  respecting  your  valuable 
Styptic. 

About  three  months  since,  I accidentally  mentioned  to  the  worthy 
clergyman  of  this  parish,  that  a respeCtable  character,  Qtir  acquaint- 
ance, was  afflicted  with  an  internal  bleeding;  my  friend  then  asked 
me  if  I had  ever  made  use  of  any  of  your  Styptic,  and  at  the  same 
time  handed  me  the  remarkable  cases  already  published  ; which 
induced  me  to  send  for  a bottle.  As  the.  person  whose  case  I hinted 
above  soon  got  better,  I had  no  opportunity  of  making  any  exp«R 
ment  until  the  following  relations  occurred;  vii.

March  5th,  1787,  George  Glassup  was  troubled  with  a spitting 
of  blood  for  two  months,  and  was  cured  by  taking  a small  spoonful 
of  the  Styptic  twice  every  day,  and  is  now  in  perfeCt  health. 

CASE  III. 

March  8th.  Thomas  Irons,  a young  man,  not  twenty  years  of 
age,  second  gunner  in  the  Royal  Artillery,  received  a wound  across 
tae  v/nst,  with  an  hanger;  which  divided  the  artery,  and  bled 
violently  : all  the  usual  methods  were  tried  to  stop  it,  but  without 
5'jccco  ; when  a pledget  of  lint  dipt  in  your  Styptic,  being  applied, 

o ?,  th£ 
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the  bleeding  stopped  presently  • and  on  opening  the  wound  next 
day  (which  I did  on  purpose  to  sec  the  effefts  of  the  Styptic)  on  re- 
moving the  lint,  it  bled  as  before  ; when  a fresh  application  of  lint, 
moistened  with  the  liquid,  stopped  the  bleeding  instantly,  and  it 
never  bled  any  more  ; the  wound  digested,  and  healed  kindly. 

CASE  IV. 

May  2d.  John  Walker,  a gunner,  had  a tooth  drawn,  on  which 
a violent  bleeding  ensued  ; the  common  methods  were  used  to  stOD 
it,  but  in  vain  : when  a dossil  of  lint  dipt  in  the  Styptic  had  the 
desired  effeft  immediately. 

N.  B.'  A similar  instance  happened  to  Duncan  M'Intosh,  where 
the  Styptic  was  applied  with  equal  success. 

CASE  V. 

May  15th.  John  Bell,  an  invalid  gunner,  received  a wound  across 
the  back  part  of  his  head  ; he  applied  to  a surgeon  in  the  town, 
who  tried  the  methods  made  use  of  in  such  cases  without  effedt  ; 
the  man  was  sent  to  this  hospital  ; where  the  sr.iveon  on  duty  ap- 
plied pledgets  of  lint,  moistened  with  your  Styptic  ; which  stopped 
the  bleeding  instantly,  and  the  wound  soon  after  healed. 

It  appears  to  me  that  future  experiments  will  shew,  that  your 
Styptic  is  a most  powerful  remedy  for  the  cure  of  all  kinds  of 
haemorrhages.

DUNCAN  M‘INTOSH, 

The  4th  of  May,  1787,  had  a tooth  drawn  ; in  consequence  of 
which,  the  day  after,  he  came  to  the  hospital  to  have  the  blood, 
stopt ; which  had  been  constantly  flowing  * from  the  time  the  tooth 
was  extra&ed.  Mr.  Eeken  tried  every  method  surgery  suggests  in 
vain  ; and  his  only  resort,  he  was  afiaid,  would,  and  must  have 

been 


* A Lady  at  Wandsworth  had  a similar  misfortune  happen  in 
the  cxtra&ion  of  a Tooth  ; and  being  of  a diseased,  delicate  habit  of 
body,  the  quantity  of  blood  lost  made  the  Physicians  despair  of  her 
recovery ; she  did  not  use  Mr.  Ruspini’s  Styptic. 
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Been  the  Aftual  Cautery  (that  is,  a red-  hot  iron)  when  he  determined 
to  try  Mr.  Ruspinrs  Styptic. — A small  quantity  of  it  was  applied 
to  the  socket,  and  in  a quarter  of  a minute  tire  bleeding  ceased.

Among  many  other  Cases  of  Nasal  Haemorrhage,  hi 
which  the  Styptic  Solution  was  used  with  the  happiest 
efforts,  the  following  is  deemed  of  too  important  a nature 
to  be  omitted. 

On  Tuesday,  the  2d  of  May,  1786,  one  of  the  first  characters  in- 
these  kingdoms,  who  is  not  more  distinguished  by  the  greatness  of 
his  rank,  than  for  the  amiableness  and  liberality  of  his  manners,  chi 
his  return  from  the  country,  was  suddenly  seized  with  a violent 
nasal  haemorrhage,  -which  for  some  time- greatly  alarmed  his  attend- 
ants ; but  on  a small  quantity  of  the  Solution  being  applied  as  ustlal, 
on  lint,  to  the  part  affected,  the  bleeding  was  effectually  stopped; 
and  we  have  the  best  authority  to  declare,  that  no  return  of  the  com- 
plaint  afterwards  took  placg. 


The  Case  of  Mr.  Davis,  Optician,  in  Macclesfteld- 
street,  Soho,  1786. 

— - — Davis,  aged  about  40  years,  was  seized,  on  the  sd  of 
March,  with  a violent  haemorrhage  at  the  nose  ; which  baffling  all 
endeavours  to  suppress,  he  applied  to  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Bromfield, 
and  to  Mr.  William  Lucas  ; who  used  every  means  professional 
knowledge  suggested,  to  give  him  relief,  but  without  effpft  ; for 
■though  the  bleeding  was  sometimes  a little  checked  by  their  applica- 
tion, it  still  continued  in  a great  degree,  and  soon  returned  with  ac- 
cumulated violence.  In  this  condition  he  languished  three  days  ; 
during  which  time  it  was  computed  he  lost  aj:  least,  upon  the  nicest 
calculation,  seven  quarts  (i.  e.  fourteen  pounds)  of  blood,  yvhich  in 
this  state  (contrary  to  the  opinion  of  the  gentlemen  who  attended 
him,  and  who  were  well  acquainted  in  what  manner  he  .had  con- 
duced himself  for  some  years  past)  was  most  exceedingly  sizy. 
There  were  consequently  very  small  hopes  of  recovery.  Every  pos- 
sible means  having  been  tried,  without  effett,  to  stop  the  hannorr- 
hage,  he  was  induced  to  make  a trial  of  Mr.  Ruspini's  Styptic  ; a 
small  quantity  of  which,  being  poured  on  dossils  of  lint,  was  intro- 
duced up  die  nostrils.

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It  was  the  opinion  of  die  faculty,  that  the  blood  flowed  from  the 
small  branches  of  the  artery;  notwithstanding  which,  the  Patient 
speedily  found  that  the  Styptic  decreased  the  complaint,  diffusing  a 
glow  over  the  side  of  the  face  and  head  affe&ed  ; but  the  most  es- 
sential service  he  derived  was,  by  injefhng  a small  quantity  at  a time, 
with  a syringe,  up  the  nose.

fitONSIEUR  LE  CHEVALIER,

To  stay  its  course,  if  possible, 
I passed  over  in  the  Spiingto  the  Austrian  Low  Countries.  The 
change  of  air  postponed  the  dissolution,  with  which  I w-as'  threat- 
ened in  London  : but  I still  remained  in  a state  of  extreme  lan- 
guor. 

When  the  Republicans  a second  time  possessed  themselves  of 
those  countries,  1 returned  to  England,  as  the  country  where  mis- 
fortune found  mo.  i pity.  The  severe  iogs  ot  last  winter  increased 
the  disorder  of  my  iungs,  and  brought  on  bloody,  slimy,  and  even 
pumlcm  cXpe&omiions.  These,  which  were  abundant  and  almost 
incessant,  greatly  impaired  my  health  ; soon  after  came  on  a consi- 
derable 
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derable  degree  of  fever.  The  skilful  physician  who  attended  me, 
despaired  of  my  case,  and  could  do  no  more  than  to  remove  the  fe- 
ver, and  diminish  the  quantity  of  expc&orated  matter.  This  was 
about  seven  months  since.  The  expeftoration  still  continued, 
though  in  a less  degree.

the  Teeth,  and  diseases  of  the  Gums,  than  those  of  other 
parts  of  Europe  : it  is  probably  owing  to  a compliance 
with  the  first  notion,  that  there  is  so  much  foundation 
for  the  latter.  In  France  and  Italy,  where  the  Teeth  of 
the  natives  are  in  general  perfect  and  durable,  it  may 
be  observed,  that  very  great  attention  is  given  to  them 
in  the  early  stages  of  life,  but  principally  during  the 

f whole 
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whole  time  of  the  second  dentition.  For,  if  the  new 
Teeth  are  badly  arranged,  misplaced,  or  crouded,  and 
permitted  to  remain  so,  they  will  soon  injure  each  other; 
the  advice  of  a skilful  Dentist  is  therefore  extremely  ne- 
cessary at  this  period  ; by  altering  the  position  of  some, 
and  removing  others,  the  remainder  will  be  preserved  in 
health  and  beauty. 

From  want  of  attention  at  this  particular  time,  num- 
berless persons  (in  England  particularly)  have  had  those 
Teeth  destroyed  in  early  youth,  which  Nature  had  des- 
tined for  the  duration  of  life.  And  it  is  sincerely  wish- 
ed that  this  may  be  sufficient  warning  to  parents  and 
guardians  of  children,  not  to  neglecl  the  means  of  pre- 
serving such  material  comforts  to  them. 

The  accumulation  of  tartar  is  a disease  which  the 
Teeth  of  children  (as  well  as  those  of  grown  persons)  are 
very  liable  to  : the  assistance  of  a Dentist  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  prevent  its  pernicious  effects : it  is  a common 
and  destructive  disease;  and,  as  it  often  is  not  sufficient- 
ly regarded,  it  is  extremely  proper  to  give  an  account 
of  its  seat  and  consequences,  to  evince  the  necessities  of 
its  speedy  removal. 

The  neck  of  the  Tooth  is  an  intermediate  part  between 
the  crown  and  the  root ; it  is  an  hard  substance,  but 
much  softer  than  the  crown  is,  and  Nature  has  formed 
the  gum  for  its  particular  preservation,  which  in  perfect 
health  of  the  parts  always  adheres  closely  round  it.  If 
the  gum  should,  by  disease  or  accident,  be  separated 
from  the  neck  of  the  Tooth,  so  that  it  becomes  exposed 
to  the  air,  or  any  extraneous  matter,  a decay  will  inevi- 
tably ensue,  unless  timely  prevented.  Therefore,  the  ad- 
hesion of  tartar,  which  begins  to  form  upon  the  expofed 
part  of  the  Teeth,  and  by  degrees  insinuates  itself  under 
the  gums,  is  an  evil  that  requires  to  be  immediately  re- 
moved, and  proper  remedies  to  be  applied,  that  the  gum 
may  be  restored  to  its  natural  state.  1 he  accumulation 
of  tartar  on  the  Teeth  is  likewise  productive  of  disease 
in  the  gums ; from  being  deprived  of  their  proper  situa- 
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tion,  and  constantly  irritated  by  the  tartar,  they  become 
hot  and  Inflamed,  apt  to  bleed,  and  full  of  vitiated 
juice,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  the  scurvy. 

Persons  of  all  ages  should  clean  their  Teeth  constantly 
with  proper  dentifrices  every  night  and  morning,  and 
never  omit  to  wash  their  mouths  well  with  water  after  eat- 
ing; otherwise,  ■ particles  of  meat,  sweet- meats,  acid 
fruits,  and  many  other  parts  of  our  food,  by  remaining 
between,  or  about  the  Teeth,  will  lay  a foundation  for 
future  mischief.  13y  following  this  advice,  the  deeth 
of  people  in  general,  but  especially  of  children,  will  be 
preserved  from  decay. 

It  would  be  unpardonable  in  the  Chevalier  Ruspini, 
as  a Dentist,  not  to  mention  another  material  reason  for 
daily  cleaning  the  Teeth  : the  secretions  of  the  mouth  and 
throat,  from  their  inactive  state  during  sleep,  become 
viscid,  lodge  about  the  Teeth  . and  Gums,  and  make 
the  breath  offensive  even  in  the  most  healthy  constitu- 
tions. 

If  the  Teeth  happen  to  be  decayed  or  painful,  it  has 
been  the  general  custom  to  send  for  the  next  Tooth- 
drawer,  who  commonly  has  not  any  idea  of  cure  but  by 
extirpating  a Tooth  ; a practice  replete  with  ignorance 
and  barbarity,  often  followed  by  dangerous  and  some- 
times fatal  consequences,  and  which  therefore  never 
should  be  performed  except  in  thofe  cafes  where  no  other 
remedy  promises  any  probability  of  success.  As  there 
are  a great  variety  of  causes  of  pain  in  the  Teeth  and 
Gums,  so  there  are  various  means  by  which  ease  may 
be  procured  ; but  these,  like  all  other  diseases  to  which 
every  part  of  the  human  frame  is  more  or  less  liable, 
require  the  knowledge  of  skilful  practitioners  for  their 
cure. 

Ladies  of  tender  constitutions,  during  pregnancy,  are 
often  afflicted  with  pain  in  one  or  more  Teeth ; others 
afflifted  in  similar  manner  by  colds ; others  by  nervous 
attacks.  It  would  be  as  absurd  to  lose  a Tooth  in  hopes 
of  ease,  that  should  be  painful  from  any  of  these,  to 
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many  ether  causes,  as  for  a gouty  man  to  part  with  a 
painful  toe,  and  suppose  that  his  disorder  would  be  cut 
off  with  it.  Experience  shews,  that  the  causes  and  seats 
of  pain  are  frequently  in  distant  places : numbers  of  per- 
sons have  been  deprived  of  their  Teeth  without  receiving 
relief  from  their  pain,  and  suffer  a severe  operation  with- 
out a possibility  of  benefit. 

In  this  place  it  may  not  be  improper  to  recommend  a 
caution  of  material  consequence  to  the  public,  which  is, 
that  whenever  the  Tooth  is  drawn,  to  replace  it  with  an 
artificial  one  immediately ; which,  besides  the  use  and 
beauty  of  it,  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  preservation  of 
the  remainder  ; otherwise,  if  the  gap  be  suffered  to  re- 
main, the  Teeth  on  each  side  of  it  will  not  continue  so 
firmly  fixed  in  the  gum,  but  naturally  lean  towards  each 
other,  so  as,  in  process  of  time,  to  loosen  all  the  rest. 

The  structure  of  the  Teeth  and  Gums,  their  connec- 
tions each  with  the  other,  their  diseases  and  their  re- 
medies, have  been  the  study  of  the  Chevalier’s  life. 
Educated  first  in  the  profession  of  Surgery,  in  the  col- 
lege of  Bergamo,  he  afterwards  studied  the  diseases  of 
the  Teeth,  under  the  celebrated  M.  Capron,  at  Paris, 
and  became  intimately  acquainted  with  the  practice  and 
remedies  of  that  very  skilful  Dentist.  Pie  flatters  him- 
self that  he  has  some  merit  in  having  first  introduced  into 
England  a mode  of  cure,  by  which  those  persons  who 
are  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  bad  Teeth,  or  diseased 
Gums,  are  speedily  and  easily  relieved,  and  the  injurious 
practice  of  Tooth-drawing  considerably  decreased.*  He 
hopes  it  cannot  be  thought  improper  in  him  to  distribute 
this  little  Treatise  : it  is  merely  intended  to  caution 
those  who  have  hitherto  been  careless  of  the  preservation 
of  their  Teeth  not  to  remain  so  longer.  Numbers  of 
persons  who  have  applied  to  him  in  the  course  of  twenty- 
- eight 

* The  Chevalier  begs  it  may  be  understood,  that  he  only  ntearS 
the  unnecessary  or  improper  drawing  of  Teeth.  In  many  cases,  it 
is  absolutely  necessary. 
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eight  years  constant  practice  of  his  profession  in  this 
kingdom-,  have  furnished  him  with  melancholy  examples 
of  the  dreadful  havock  made  by  that  parent  of  disease 
Negligence.  It  is  the  property  of  all  animal  substances, 
if  n~t  ir.  an  aftive  state,  soon  to  become  putrid  and  in- 
furious  to  their  neighbours  : therefore  the  secretions  of 
the  mouth,  and  the  particles  of  the  food,  should  be  con- 
stancy cleansed  away,  otherwise  they  will  stick  in  and 
about  the  interstices  of  the  Teeth,  and  corrupt  them. 
Indeed,  the  assistance  of  a Dentist  for  the  proper  ar- 
rangement of  the  teeth  in  childhood,  the  removal  of  the 
tartar,  or  the  performance  of  an  operation,  at  any  period 
of  life  whatever,  must  be  rendered  useless,  if  the  patient 
does  not  contribute  to  their  preservation.

IN  confirmation  of  the  superior  skill  of  the  Chevalier 
in  diseases  incidental  to  the  Teeth  and  gums,  and  also 
of  the  great  efficacy  of  his  Dcntrifice  Powder  and  Tinc- 
ture, he  has  added  the  following  Cases,  which  fell  under 
his  own  inspedion.  They  are  faithfully  related  ; and 
he  apprehends  contain  some  things  not  generally  known, 
even  to  many  of  the  Faculty,  and  consequently  may  be  of 
use  to  the  Public  : 

CASE  I. 

About  three  years  since,  a lady  from  the  county  ol  Kent  having 
had  one  of  the  dentes  molares  on  the  left  side  of  the  upper  jaw  un- 
skilfully drawn,  applied  to  William  Bromfield,  Esq.  Surgeon  to  her 
Majesty,  and  to  St.  George’s  Hospital  (a  gentleman  not  more  dis- 
tinguished by  his  masterly  knowledge  in  his  profession,  than  by  his 
liberality  and  politeness;)  who,  upon  inspecting  the  seat  of  the 
complaint,  desired  I might  be  sent  for.  Her  distress,  we  sus- 
pcfled,  arose  from  matter  contained  in  the  holiow  part  of  the 
maxillary  bones,  which  form  the  sinus  called  Antrum  Highmorianum* 
Upon  acquainting  the  lady  with  die  little  pain,  the  operation  would 

give 


* This  sinus  is  not  very  properly  named  from  Dr.  Highmore,  as, 
it  was  evidently  known  bef.  re  his  time,  to  the  great  Vesaln  s ancl 
others : — see  Pahin's  Osteology , tab.  2,  fig.  2 ; Brake's  Anatomy, 
tab.  1 8,  fig.  1 & 1 — Morgagni  observes,  these  sinuses  arc  sometimes, 
wanting,  though  very  rarely,  Adversaria  Anatmua,  \L 
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give  her,  she  consented  to  its  being  performed  ; and,  in  the  presence 
oi  Mr.  Bromfield,  I made  a puncture,  v.itl  the  usua,  instrument, 
through  the  bottom,  of  the  socket  of  the  tooth  which  .id  be>  n ex- 
trafted,  into  the  sinus,  from  whence  a consiu  table  ottantity  of  very 
fetid  matter  of  a disagreeable  colour  issued.  Tr>e  sinus  \\a:>  diri  dtly 
deterged,  by  means  ol  a syringe,  with  my  Tmftnrp;  which  being 
repeated  every  lour  or  five  hours,  she  perfectly  recovered  from  her 
complaint  in  a few  days. 

CASE  II. 

A gentl-'man  in  a d’stinguished  station  in  the  East  Indies,  about 
the  same  period  returned  to  this  kingdom,  in  consequence  of  a 
complaint  in  his  mouth,  which  arose  from  a broken  point  in  one  of 
the  upper  incisms  irritating  the  gums.  A fleshy  excrescence,  the 
size  of  a large  fill ; rt,  was  formed  between  the  upp-r  lip  and  the 
■Us  Males,  which  was  attended  with  severe  pain,  and  had  a cancerous 
appearance.  lie  consented  to  have  the  excrescence  removed  from 
the  root,  which  1 immediately  performed  with  a small  bistory.  A 
slight  haemorrhage  followed;  which  was  stopped  with  a piece  of 
lint  dipt  in  my  Tinfture,  with  which  the  wound  was  constantly 
washed- twice  a day  ; and  in  less  than  a week  the  patient  vvas  per- 
feftly  cured. 

CASE  III. 

Some  vears  since,  Captain  Nelson,  of  the  Royal  Navy,  whom  I 
accidentally  met  with  at  Portsmouth,  shrv.ed  me  a similar  fleshy 
excrescence  considerably  larger  than  the  former,  which  whenever 
he  was  shaved  gave  him  uncommon  pain  He  applied  to  one  of 
the  surgeons  at  the  hospital ; who  assured  him  the  case  was  vene- 
real, and  had  prepared  him  to  go  through  a mercurial  course. — I 
gave  my  opinion  of  the  complaint;  and  the  surgeon,  upon  a con- 
sultation, having  no  objection  to  its  being  extirpated,  I removed  it 
with  a bistory  ; and  the  cure  was  completed  in  a few  days,  without 
any  other  application  than  the  Tinfture. 

1 saw  this  gentleman  two  years  afterwards ; when  his  perfeft 
state  of  health  confirmed  my  prognostic,  and  convinced  the  hospital- 
surgeon  of  his  mistake. 

CASE  IV. 

A lady  of  distinftion,  about  twenty-two  years  of  age,  in  the 
month  of  July,  1777,  sentfor  me  in  consequence  of  a very  alarming 
complaint  in  her  mouth.  Her  gums  appeared  greatly  swelled, 
looked  very  florid,  and  were  exceedingly  painful ; she  complained 
of  a hrassy  taste,  and  had  some  difficulty  of  swallowing  any  kind  of 
solid  lood. 


An 
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An  apothecary  in  the  neighbourhood  had  been  applied  to  the  day 
before  I saw  her,  and  pronounced  the  disease  an  inflammatory  sore 
throat  from  cold.  "1  hough  at  that  time  I had  some  suspicion  .hat 
her  distress  arose  from  another  source,  I had  no  objection  to  her 
continuing  the  use  of  an  emollient  gargle  with  nitre,  which  had  been 
ordered  for  her.  The  next  day  all  her  symptoms  were  aggravated  ; 
when,  being  still  further  confirmed  in  the  conjecture  1 had  at  iirst 
formed,  I requested  ail  experienced  surgeon  might  be  consulted  ; 
and  accordingly  Mr.  Glover,  Surgeon-major  of  the  Essex  regiment, 
the  following  morning  was  called  in.  On  inspecting  the  scat  ot  the 
disorder,  we  found  three  of  the  lower  incisorcy  loose,  the  breath  very 
fetid,  and  a great  quantity  of  saliva  secreted  from  the  glands.  The 
last-mentioned  gentleman,  on  our  retiring,  declared  die  lady  had. 
been  taking  some  preparation  of  mercury,  which  was  the  cause  of 
the  above  symptoms. 

As  the  matter  was  of  so  delicate  a nature,  and  the  other  prac- 
titioner did  not  fall  in  with  this  opinion,  though  it  entirely  cor- 
responded with  that  I had  at  first  adopted,  the  utmost  caution  wai 
observed  in  asking  the  necessary  questions  of  the  lady  and  her  do- 
mestics. One  of  them,  after  a long  enquiry,  said  the  hair-dresser 
had  occasionally  used  a small  quantity  of  some  mercurial  pomatum. 
The  man,  who  lived  in  the  neighbourhood,  was  directly  sent  for.; 
and,  after  some  hesitation,  produced  a box,  which  was  found  to 
contain  about  an  ounce  of  the  Unguentum  Neapolitanum , not  above 
half  a drachm  of  which,  it  appeared,  he  had  used  in  the  dressing,  in. 
order  to  prevent  a certain  kind  of  Animalcules  breeding  in  the  hair. 
Bv  proper  medical  treatment  the  lady  recovered  her  health  in  about 
ten  days  after  ; but  her  gums  continued  in  a spongy,  flaccid  state,- 
for  some  time,  till  they  were  brought  to  their  natural  beauty  and 
firmness  by  the  repeated  use  of  the  Tinfture  ; which  I found,  by 
experience,  the  best  application  yet  discovered  for  strengthening  the 
gums,  and  making  them  adhere  to  the  teeth,  after  they  have  been 
injured  by  the  exhibition  of  mercurial  medicines. 

I have  been  the  more  particular  in  the  recital  of  the  above  case, 
as  I think  a Ptyalism  more  frequently  happens  from  this  cause, 
than  is  generally  imagined  ; and  as  it  in  a striking  manner  shews 
how  soon  some  constitutions  are  aft'e&cd  by  the  smallest  quantities 
of  mercury,  even  externally  applied.  Two  cases  which  lately  came 
under  ray  inspection,  though  not  attended  with  such  severe  symp- 
toms, have  corroborated  this  opinion. 

C A S E V. 

I shall  just  lay  before  the  Reader  another  instance  of1  the  cause  of 
a painful  disorder  jaeiug  egregiously  mistaken  ; 
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An  Officer  of  the  Guards,  about  twenty-three  years  of  age,  being 
fast  autumn  upon  a visit  to  his  friends  in  Yorkshire,  was  seized  with 
a violent  pain  on  both  sides  of  the  face  ; which,  according  to  his  own 

words,  “ ran  along  the  upper  jaw,  and  terminated  at  the  ear.” 

lbs  disorder  was  treated  by  a praftitioner,  said  to  be  very  eminent 
lor  his  physical  knowledge,  as  a rheumatic  complaint ; for  which 
he  was  bled,  and  took  a quantity  of  medicines  But  the  pain  con- 
tinuing some  days  with  great  violence,  another  physician  was  con- 
sulted ; who  declared  the  disease  was  of  a nervous  kind,  and  ac- 
cordingly ordered  him  into  the  warm  badi,  and  prescribed  cani- 
phire  and  opium  in  large  doses.  Receiving  little  benefit  from  this 
treatment,  the  gentleman  came  to  town,  and  consulted  me  the  very 
evening  of  his  arrival. 

On  examining  hi*  mouth,  I felt  two  of  the  dentes  sapientice  of  the 
upper  jaw  making  their  way  through  the  gums,  which  I immedi- 
ately lanced,  and  his  complaint  intirely  left  him  before  ten  o’clock 
that  night. 

Several  cases  of  a similar  kind  have  come  under  my  inspe&ion 
in  the  course  of  my  practice  ; but  the  above  are  sufficient  to  caution 
every  sagacious  pra € .uoner  from  pronouncing,  without  the  strictest 
examination,  upon  the  nature  of  general  symptoms,  which  have 
been  too  often  called  by  the  names  of  disorders  that  never  existed. 

CASE  VI. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  year  1782,  Richard  Cary,  Esq.  late  of 
the  Middle  Temple,  ot  a healthy  habit,  about  twenty-six  years  of  age, 
was  affli&ed  with  a violent  heat,  swelling,  and  bleeding,  in  his  gums, 
which  prevented  hint  from  chewing  his  food,  and  which  continued 
near  three  weeks ; when  he  consulted  an  apothecary,  who  attended 
him  for  near  two  months  ; during  which  time  he  took  several  medi- 
cines, was  bled,  and  constantly  gargled  his  mouth  with  a solution 
of  honey  of  roses  in  distilled  vinegar. — The  complaint,  however, 
increased  ; and  a surgeon  of  character  being  called  in,  pronounced 
his  case  “ a wasting  of  the  alveolar  process  from  a constitutional 
disease,  which  would  probably  destroy  the  gums,  and  occasion  the 
loss  of  most  of  his  teeth.” 

Not  satisfied  with  this  melancholy  prognostic,  he  applied  to  a ce- 
lebrated dentist ; who  readily  undertook  to  remove  his  complaint 
in  a short  space,  by  means  of  a lotion  and  opiate ; which  seemed, 
in  the  course  of  some  weeks,  only  to  increase  the  patient’s  distress. 

In  the  month  of  July,  1783,  Mr.  Cary’s  gums  appeared  one  com- 
mon ulcer,  and  the  necks  of  the  incisores  and  Ccmini  of  the  jaws  were 
entirely  denuded. 

When  I first  saw  him,  about  the  beginning  of  August  following, 
there  was  a considerable  discharge  of  matter  from  the  inside  of  the 

gums, 


ruins,  which  appeared  in  puffs  ail  along  the  upper  jaw,  of  a dark 
brown  colour,  hanging  over  the  sockets  of  the  teeth,  most  ot  which 
were  loose. — I dircftly  took  off  the  ragged  swellings  of  the  gums 
with  a history,  which  gave  him  no  pain  ; and  scarified  them  be- 
tween each  tooth,  direfting  him  to  apply  my  Tinfture  seveial  times 
n day  with  a fine  sponge,  adding  to  each  spoonful  of  it  fifty  drops  of 
the  Thebaic  Tfnfturc  of  the  London  Dispensatory.
